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To those whe contend that the restoration of orderly 
conditions in the Philippines should be followed by a fur- 
ther reduction of our regular military force in the isl- 
ands, we commend a careful study of certain features of 
the annual report of Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th U.S. 
Cavy., Brigadier General and Chief of the Philippine Con- 
stabulary. General Allen holds that the present strength 
of the Army in the Ph lippines is no larger than it should 
be, and that a further reduction would be extremely 
imprudent. The islanders, he says, are apparently con- 
tented and industry is reviving, but it is easy for reck- 
less leaders in remote and inaccessible mountain regions 
to organize bands for lawless raiding, and increased trou- 
bles of that character would surely result if the strength 
of the Army were reduced below its present level. He de- 
clares that it will take years to bring the natives into 
complete and unquestioning obedience to American au- 
thority, that their ignorance and fanaticism ,offer a 
constant temptation to réckless agitators, and that the 
moral effect of a strong military force is indispensable 
to peace and order. General Allen adds that American 
interests require the maintenance of a permanent mili- 
tary establishment in the Orient and that the Philip- 
pines afford the natural base for it. The effective force 
of the Army in the islands numbers about 18,000, dis- 
tributed among some seventy or eighty stations, many 
of them at remote and lonely points. To recall these 
troops would probably lead in many cases to disorder 
and violence and ultimately compel the Government to do 
all over again the difficult work it has already done to 
establish law and order. General Allen’s views on this 
question are those of a careful and conscientious officer 
whose long service in the Philippines has been domi- 
nated by the keenest sympathy and good will for the 
natives, and whose knowledge of their character and ca- 
pacity has been abundantly shown in the success with 
which he has developed the Philippine Constabulary in- 
to an effective police organization. But speaking from 
extensive experience with the islanders, he protests 
against any further reduction of our regular military 
force in the archipelago, and his words alone should be 
enough to negative a proposal so foolhardy and dan- 
gerous.

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The U.S.S. Wasp, Lieut. Bion B. Bierer, arrived at 
Galveston, Tex., Oct. 30, en route to Pensacola, Fla. 
Capt. F. W. Dickins, U.S.N., commandant of the Sth 
Naval District, who has been on a tour of inspection of 
his district, which extends to the Mexican boundary and 
is now returning to his post at Pensacola, was on board 
the Wasp. Though only in command of the naval sta- 
tion at Pensacola for a short period of time, Captain 
Dickins is enthusiastic regarding what has. been done 
there by the Government and is working hard for ap 
propriations for further improvements. Already they 
have two floating drydocks, one capable of floating a 
10,000 ton ship and the other as large as a 6,000 ton 
ship. The large dock is the one which was purchased at 
Havana and towed to Pensacola. The first vessel to be 
put in it was the August Belmont of 6,000 tons measure- 
ment, which entered on the 6th of October. The other 
dock has been stationed at Pensacola for some time and 
is often used by merchant vessels. In speaking of the 
naval gtation at Pensacola, Captain Dickins is quoted 
as follows: “It is an ideal place for a naval station. 
The water is deep and there is room for every vessel] in 
the United States Navy. Not until recent years was 
the Government property there improved, but during the 
last few years many dollars have been spent. there. Now 
I want to get appropriations for further improvements. 
Like everything else, the people residing at the different 
ports have to show an interest in securing Government 








money for improvements, even for their own use as well 
as for the aid of commercial interests. Pensacola .did 
not show this interest until of recent years or they would 
have had these improvements long before they did. Now 
they are fully awake to the situation and are doing all 
they can to secure the needed appropriations. We are 
nicely situated and may again shelter the fleet from the 
North this winter as*we did last.”

Unusual interest attaches to that part of the annual 
report of Rear Admiral Charles O’Neil, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, dealing with the enlargement of the 
naval gun factory at Washington. Admiral O'Neil is 
not opposing the recommendation of the Gun Fac- 
tory Board, which asks an expenditure of $3,879,078 
for the expansion of the plant and other necessary im- 
provements. In principle the Chief of Ordnance recog- 
nizes the merit of that recommendation, but its practica- 
bility at the present time he cannot admit for the reason 
that it would require two years before the additions 
to the plant would be ready for use and this would fur- 
ther delay the ordnance work for the twenty-five battle- 
ships, armored and protected cruisers and gunboats, 
which are building or are under contract. Work on the 
batteries for twelve of the vessels has not begun yet, and 
the situation, in the opinion of Admiral O’Neil, demands 
immediate relief if the new ships are to be completed on 
schedule time. His recommendation for the immediate 
appropriation of $1,000,000 in enlarging the gun factory 
is, but a step toward the attainment of what the Gun 
Factory Board asks for, a gun factory capable of fur- 
nishing the necessary armament for the Navy. The 
recommendation has the further merit of providing suf- 
ficient work for the private concerns now capable of 
manufacturing guns without encouraging the entrance 
into the field of large number of new companies, which 
Admiral O’Neil thinks would eventually result in making 
the supply exceed the demand. Adoption of the recom- 
mendation of the Chief of Ordnance, it is claimed, will 
forestall the fight which private concerns have already 
inaugurated against an appropriation for the enlarge- 
ment of the naval gun factory and which it has been 
feared might result in inadequate action by Congress for 
the relief of the present situation in the Bureau of 
Ordnance.

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Keen interest has been aroused in Navy circles 
at that portion of the report of Rear Admiral O’Neil 
advocating the creation of a Navy Ordnance Corps. 
The details of the proposed change are not dis- 
cussed in the report, the Chief of Ordnance contenting 
himself with calling attention to the need of a perma- 
nent corps of officers specially trained to perform ord- 
nance duties. Rear Admiral O’Neil finds no fault with 
the efficiency of Navy officers temporarily detailed for 
ordnance duty in accordance with the present system, 
but in view of the increasing intricacy of modern ord- 
nance, and the rapid development in the various weapons 
of war, he thinks the most careful and painstaking study 
should be given to ordnance if the Navy is to keep pace 
in this important branch of the Service. Especially sig- 
nificant is the admission of the Chief of Ordnance of the 
inadequacy of the present system, in view of the fact 
that one of the main arguments of the opponents of the 
old Engineer Corps was found in the present system 
of detailing line officers for ordnance duty. It has been 
argued that if line officers can satisfactorily perform 
ordnance duty they can equally well carry on the tech- 
nical work under the Bureau of Steam Engineering. 
This argument, however, has been refuted by the recom- 
mendation of the Chief of Ordnance for the creation of 
an Ordnance Corps, and the advocates for an Engineer 
Corps in the Navy see in the remarks of Admiral O’Neil 
an opportunity to renew their fight for the re-establish- 
ment of a Corps of Engineers.

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Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., Commana- 
ant of the League Island Navy Yard, is heartily in favor 
of the recommendation of General Heywood that the 
League Island yard be made the principal rendezvous of 
the Marine Corps. “This,” Admiral Sigsbee is quoted 
as saying in an interview in the Philadelphia Ledger, 
“will not only be the yard from which marines will be 
drafted for service affoat and ashore, but it will be one 
of the greatest naval centers in the world. We have 
the advantage over all other places, in that we are able 
to expand, and there is ground here for more buildings 
than Congress will let us have money for in many years. 
General Heywood’s idea of making this a center for the 
Marine Corps has always been my idea, and one that | 
have advocated ever since holding this office. The yard 
has progressed marvelously during its short life, but 
there is simply no saying what its future will be. As 
General Heywood ‘suggests, one of the great needs of 
League Island is ample accommodation for the commis- 
sioned and other officers. There is room here for build- 
ings to accommodate not only 1,000 men, as General Hey- 
wood mentions, but for two, or even three times that 
number. And not only living accommodations could be 
put up here, but buildings for practice in all sorts of 
maneuvers, for athletics and for recreation. We have 
a tremendous space here, and to my thinking it will not 
be many years until General Heywood’s suggestion is 
carried out. His is merely the official expression of an 
idea that has existed in many minds, for several years. 
Philadelphia is certainly the most central location along 








the whole Atlantic seaboard, and it is here, without, 
doubt, that the Marine Corps should have its headquar- 
tere i: 
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First Lieut. E. N. Macklin, 11th Inf., has been re 
ported as having failed to qualify in his examination for 
promotion and has therefore been suspended from pro- 
motion for a year. He is the first officer holding the 
rank of first lieutenant to be suspended for this reason. 
The War Department is keeping a most careful super 
vision over the examinations of officers for promotion, 
and intends that any officer who does not prove himself 
eminently well fitted for promotion shall undergo the 
punishment of suspension for a year. The case of Ist 
Lieut. E. N. Coffey, 2d Cav., who was recently ordered 
before a retiring board for physical examination and 
who was only recently promoted to the grade of first 
heutenant after being under suspension for a year, is 
attracting considerable attention at the War Depart- 
ment. The General Staff is taking much interest in this 
matter of examinations for promotion and retirement and 
intends that the boards conducting the examinations shall 
be more stringent. 








Consideration of a survey of the battleship Indiana 
and its reference to the various bureaus for approval 
was the only business transacted by the Board on ‘Gon- 
struction at its meeting on Nov. 2. The survey calls for 
an overhauling of the vessel at a cost of $700,000. This 
includes new boilers, new electrical apparatus for: the 
turrets and practically a new equipment for the vessel 
throughout with the exception Of a battery, the present 
battery’ being deemed satisfactory. The report’ will 
probably be approved in a short time by the board. It 
is not intended to remodel the Indiana, but only to repair 
ber thoroughly that she may he available for service in 
the second line. This meeting was the first which the 
new Chief Constructor. Rear Admiral Wash'ngton L. 
Capps, attended, and it may be stated that his policy, 
both as a member of the Board on Construction and 
Chief of Bureau, will follow the broad lines laid down 
by his predecessor in the building up of the Construction 
Corps to its present state of efficiency.

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Secretary Moody will be asked to recommend the ap 
propriation by Congress of $80,000 for the purchase of 
the necessary land at Guantanamo, to be used as a naval 
station. In the expectation that this appropriation is 
certainly to be made the General Board of the Navy has 
prepared complete plans for the improvement of the en- 
tire station, including a drydock capable of accommodat- 
ing the largest ships in the Navy. It is intended to les- 
sen the amount of excavation required by building the 
dock on a swampy ‘portion of the reservation. The 
dock is to be surrounded by a park in which will be 
located the residence of the commandant. The work- 
shops will be built on either side of the dock. The offi- 
cers’ quarters and the barracks will be erected on the 
mainland, if the proposed plans, which have already been 
turned over to the Secretary for consideration, are 
adopted. To carry out these elaborate plans without al- 
teration an appropriation in the neighborhood of ten 
million dollars will be necessary. 








The Judge Advocate General of the Navy, Capt. Sam- 
uel C. Lemly, reports that owing to the increase of the 
force, the business of his office has increased 10.3 per 
cent. during the year and 54 per cent. since 1809-1900. 
The number of summary courts has increased from 2,582 
a year to 4,565. The system of probation for prisoners 
continues to give good results. Of 89 on probation 37 
were unconditionally restored to duty, 13 deserted, 16 
werg required t@ serve sentefice and 8 were diseharged, 
leaving 15 on probation June 30, 1903. The prisons at 
Boston and Mare Island are in good condition and the 
contract for the new prison at Seavey’s Island is to be 
awarded this month. A prison uniform has been adopted 
and an appropriation of $14,920 is asked for.

A correspondent of the Journal and Courier of New 
Haven, Conn... says: “There is a bill in Congress to 
make some compensation to Army chaplains. This bill 
would authorize the President to select some efficient 
chaplains, not to exceed ten, and advance them to the 
grade of major. This bill was intended to relieve chap- 
lains, but it has some serious defects: 1, It would create 
an inequelity among chaplains. 2. Many faithful chap- 
lains would not be rewarded. It is thought that a better 
way to accomplish this result would be to advance chap 
lains in the Army at the time of retirement one grade.” 





Rear Admiral Charles O'Neil, Chief ‘of the Naval 
Ordnance Bureau at the Navy Department, paid an offi- 
cial visit to the Midvale Steel Works a short time ago 
and returned much impressed with the improvements 
which have been made in that plant since his last visit 
some years ago. It is surmised that this visit of the 
Admiral had something to do with the recent conclusion 
off the matter of bids for armor for the new battleships. 





The Navy Recruiting Station at Providence, R.L, has 
been fortunate in securing many promising recruits for 
future seamen in the Navy during the past year, no less 
than 700 young men having been obtained at the Provi- 
dence office. Apprentices will be examined for enlist-

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, Act. Adjt. Gen. W. P. Hall, U.S.A., has sent the fol- 
lowing communication to Headquarters, Department of 
the Columbia, which may be found of general interest : 
“Referring to a communication from the commanding 
officer, Company I, 8th Infantry, of Sept. 21, in which 
he requests a decision as to whether the statement as to 
character on the face of a soldier’s discharge certificate re- 
lates solely to his character as a soldier or to his charac- 
ter both as a soldier and a man, forwarded by your eu- 
dorsement of the 28th ultimo, the Chief of Staff has re- 
marked that, when a recruit enters the military service he 
passes from one legal status to another; he ceases to be a 
civilian and becomes a soldier, but he never ceases, at any 
time, to be a man; nor can his character as a man be 
separated or differentiated from his character as a sol- 
dier, and.it is as to his character as regarded from both 
points of view that the ‘character’ relates which his com- 
pany commander is required by regulation to enter upon 
the face of his discharge. On this subject Lieutenant 
General Schofield, with the full approval of the Secre- 
tary of War, commented as follows in 1896: ‘This cer- 
tificate from the soldier’s point of view is a matter of 
great importance. It is especially true in the case of a 
good and honorable discharge, and the mere fact that it 
may be entered upon the body of the discharge, that his 
services have been “honest and faithful” will not compen- 
sate for the loss of the certificate of character from his 
discharge. It is also true that the use of the term “‘hon- 
est. and faithful” in years past would have carried with 
.it an excellent character, and unquestionably would have 
included the man’s character as a soldier. In other words 
to say that a man’s character was honest and faithful 
would have implied that he not only was a good man in 
all other respects, but that he was a good soldier as well, 
and certainly a man that any officer would have been 
glud to have re-enlist. It no doubt frequently happens 
that there are men, who, possessing very excellent quali- 
ties in many respects, thoroughly honest and reliable, 
are lacking in certain seldierly qualities which would per- 
haps discourage their re-enlistment ; this was indicated by 
erasing the words “no objection to re-enlistment,” which 
would seem to be sufficient, and yet did not deprive them 
after a number of years of honorable service, of what 
they prized more highly than anything else. The better 
the man the greater is his pride in “the character” of dis- 
charge.’ The Department still concurs in the foregoing 
remarks, Which it is believed will afford the information 
desired by the commanding officer, Company I, 8th In- 
fantry.”

In a discussion of “British and French Submarines” 
in the current number of the Forum, Mr. Archibald 8. 
Hurd concludes that the submarine boat has come to 
stay, and that it is already exerting a modifying in- 
fluence upon the naval policy of England and France. 
What Mr. Hurd says on this point is especially true 
as to the French navy. In expenditure, experiment and 
actual construction as applied to submarines, France 
has led all other nations. She has fifty-eight vessels of 
that type, counting those built, building and projected, 
and the results achieved with them are recognized as 
ample warrant for still further appropriations for the 
same purpose. <As against the French flotiila of fifty- 
eight submarines, Eng!and has only nineteen counting 
those now under cons.ruction, but it is morally certaia 
that this dispropor.tion of strength will ultimately be 
greatly reduced by increased construction on the part 
of Great Britain. As to this likelihood Mr. Hurd says: 
“in the activity of the British Admiralty may be seen 
turther evidence that, in the opinion of the English 
authorities, the submarine has come, and that it be- 
hvoves them to hasten to catch up with their near rivals. 
The unfortunate fact in the situation from the British 
point of view is that British supremacy is based on a 
superiority of large ships, battleships and cruisers, which 
these small craft are intended to attack, and science has 
not yet evolved any effective defence against the most 
insidious weapon ever fashioned by the hand of man. 
The British authorities are concentrating their efforts 
on the development of the submersible torpedo boat. 
They believe that the large type now building is a power- 
fu! addition to the offensive weapons of the fleet, able 
t» eruise alone in the open sea or to accompany a fight- 
ing force.” Meanwhile the question of the practical 
value of the submarine is receiving the earnest attention 
ef American naval! experts. With the $500,000 specially 
provided by the present Navy Appropriation Act for ex- 
periments with vessels of the submarine type the Navy 
Department is conducting a series cf tests which are 
bound to go far toward determining the place which 
craft of that class should have in our program of naval 
construction. So far as they have gone, these tests 
fully support the conclusion reached by French and 
English constructors—namely that the submarine is 
destined to become an active factor in naval warfare.

Major General von Zepelen, in the Jahrbucher fur die 
Deutsche Armee und Marine, reports that Russia has 
available for the military district of the Armur and 
Manchuria a force equivalent to three or four German 
army corps and these can be reinforced from European 
Russia. The troops at the recent review, which con- 
claded fourteen weeks’ maneuvers, numbered 76,000, and 
it was officially announced that the force within easy 
operating distance of Port Arthur was 100,000. A re- 
cent official paper quoted by the London Times show 
that Russia has in Asiatic waters the following vessels : 


Battleships Petropavlovsk, Poltava, Sevastopol, Peres- 
viet, Pobieda, Ossliabya, Retvizan, Cesarevitch. The 
Alexander III. is to be added to these. Of armored 
cruisers Russia has in the Far East the Rurik (1890), 
Rossia (1893), Pallada, Diana, Varyag, Gromovoi, Ba- 
yan. This is a total of nine battleships and seven ar- 
mored cruisers, to which is to be added two protected 
cruisers of the second class and three of an older and 
smaller type, besides two torpedo gunboats, several gun- 
boats distributed along the coast and an unknown num- 
ber of destroyers at Port Arthur. This is certainly not 
the one hundred warships the daily paper reports tell us 
about. The fleet is a mixed one and the presence of 
several battleships of an old type limits the speed of the 
battle fleet to 16 knots. ‘The Japanese fleet is not much 
different as to numbers, but it is more homogeneous, has 
a higher average speed and is within easy reach of coal- 
ing stations. Her battleships are the Yashima and Fugi 
(1894), also the Mikasa, Hatsuse, Asahi, Shikshima, 
modern ships larger and faster than the best of the Rus- 
sians, and the two small battleships Chen Yuen and Fu- 
soo. There are four coast defense armor-clad and six ar- 
mored cruisers, the Asama and Tokiwa (9,750 tons), 
Idzumo and Iwate (9,800 tons), the Yakumo and Adzu- 
ma (9,456 tons). This is a homogeneous cruiser squad- 
ron of high speed vessels laid down in 1898-99. Japan 
has besides these sixteen protected cruisers and nineteen 
destroyers.

Rarely has an accomplished officer of the Regular 
Army paid a more generous tribute to the valor of u 
Volunteer officer than Capt. Peter E. Traub, 5th U. 
Cavalry, pays to Lieut. Alphonse Strebler, 47th U. 
Coast Artillery, in the current number of the Journal of 
the Military Service Institution. In an exceedingly in- 
teresting paper entitled “Samar and the Captains of 
Lukban,” Captain Traub gives a thrilling narrative 
of the desperate campaign in the Island of Samar, which 
was one of the closing scenes of the Philippine insurrec 
tion. Lieutenant Strebler was at that time a lieuten- 
ant of Philippine Scouts, and to him Captain Traub 
awards the credit of capturing Lukban, the insurge™t 
commander, after a perilous march through a mouncain 
jungle, involving almost inconceivable hardships. Cap- 
tain ‘'raub says—and incidentally it is interesting to 
note his high appreciation of the native troops: “It 
was reserved for a brave officer of the Philippine Scouts, 
Lieut. Alphonse Strebler, to perform the feat; and the 
way he accomplished it will ever remain a credit to him 
and to all who accompanied him on the expedition. An 
open, uniformed enemy in the heart of his antagonist’s 
country, Lieutenant Strebler conducted his expedition 
in a remarkably cool, intelligent and courageous man- 
ner. As in the capture of Aguinaldo the Macavebees 
played the all-important part, so in the capture of Luk- 
ban the Visayans deserve all possible praise. To have 
captured either general under the circumstances, without 
the aid of these native troops, would have been absolute- 
ly impossible. In both instances the Macabebees and 
the Visayans proved faithful, thoroughly reliable, and 
brave; let us remember these two bright instances when 
we recall the treacherous Malay character of the ordi- 
nary Tagalo.”

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Among the incidents of the recent debate in the Ca- 
nadian Parliament on the bill to appropriate money for 
the enlargement of the Canadian military establishment 
was one which curiously illustrates the increasing touchi- 
ness of our neighbors across the border on questions af- 
fecting their relations with the United States. Lieut. 
Col. Sam Hughes, in the course of a speech in support of 
the measure, declared that the frontier of the Dominion 
should be mapped for war purposes, and that he wanted 
to say, without any apology, that’ Canada ought to be 
ready at all times to meet the United States. The Ameri- 
cans as a whole, he continued, were friendly, but there 
was an element among them who were hostile, and who 
nearly had their way when President Cleveland sent his 
Venezuela ultimatum to England in 1895. “At that 
time,”’ Colonel Hughes went on to say, “a secret inquiry 
was sent out from Washington to the governors of the 
different States to know how many men they could put 
on the Canadian frontier, if needed, and it was only the 
fact that it was found they couldn’t put 50,000 men on 
the frontier in two weeks that saved us from invasion.” 
It is needless to inquire of Colonel Hughes where he 
got his secret information, which is certainly important 
if true, although it is rather exasperating that he should 
have got hold of such a startling story before it was ever 
heard of here in the United States. But it is pertinent 
to inquire why the United States should have refused 
to invade Canada with an army of 50,000 men. It seems 
as though a force of that size should have been sufficient 
for all practical purposes. Speaking seriously, how- 
ever, it must be acknowledged either that Colonel Sam 
Hughes has played a prodigious joke on his fellow Ca- 
nadians or that somebody has played one on him. 





At a recent meeting of the British Navy League Mr. 
F. T. Jane, one of the foremost civilian experts in naval 
science, ventured certain expressions which appear to 
have seriously jolted British sentiment and _ tradition. 
He declared that the League had “too much Nelson, 
that as an official. body it might better throw Nelson 
overboard, and that..it had spent too much time in edu- 
cating the people up to an appreciation of Nelson and 
too little to a realization that the watchword of the 


navy and of the Empire must be “To morrow! To mor- 
row!” Mr. Jane continued: “Living on tradition is 
dangerous. The legacy of the Nelson days remains to- 
day and is seen in the policy of keeping a ship smart 
more than anything else. Smartness should be a means 
to an end, and not the end itself. The end of all naval! 
matters should he the ship’s fighting capacity, not its 
appearance. If Admiral Sir John Fisher, our greatest 
admiral, went into action te-day, he would not hoist the 
signal, ‘England expects every man to do his duty.’ He 
would signal, “The future is in your charge.’ The Kai- 
ser, who was an astute man, never talks about the past. 
His watchword is, ‘Our future is on the seas.’” There 
is some practical -philosophy in Mr. Jane’s remarks 
which is capable of general application. Every nation 
should cherish the memory and honor the achievements 
of its heroes, but in doing so it must be watchful of the 
future. The glories of the past should inspire increasing 
2ffort to be ready for the emergencies of to-morrow. 
Without works, sentiment, however fervidly patriotic, 
affords no guaranty of national security. In a word, 
living on tradition is dangerous. 

Statistics of the National debt recently published by 
the Treasury Department afford a convincing demonstra- 
tion of the soundness of the public credit. It appears 
that the entire interest-bearing debt of the United States 
umounts to about $950,000,000, and that of the total only 
a little more than $15,000,000 is in the hands of foreign 
helders. But of this $15,000,000 more than $11,000,000 
is in bonds held in the United States to the credit of 
foreign corporations doing business here, so that the 
huuds actually in the hands of individuals abroad amount 
to less than $4,000,000. Still more interesting is the 
tact that the largest holdings of United States bonds are 
in Cuba, with a total of $1,816,750, which is more than 
the combined holdings of England, France and Germany. 
Other holdings are Hungary, with $120,000, Canada 
with $51,900, and Spain with $37,300. Germany’s hold- 
ings amount to only $41,000, which is less than those of 
Ireland. These figures indicate that while our bonds 
are evidently not very highly regarded as investment 
securities by German capitalists, the national credit is 
such as ito warrant continued and liberal appropriations 
for the Army, the Navy and other public interests. 








In a recent number of the London Lancet are pub- 
lished some highly interesting statistics of results ob- 
tained with the system of anti-typhoid inoculation re- 
eently introduced in the British army. Among five 
thousand men of the British army in India who were 
inoculated there was a reduction of fifty per cent. in 
the sick rate from typhoid and a reduction of nearly 
eighty per cent. in the death rate, comparisons being 
made with a body of 56,000 uninoculated troops. Equally 
striking results were obtained with experiments among 
a body of 20,000 British troops in South Africa, and, 
what is of great importance, is the discovery that im- 
munity from typhoid gained through inoculation contin- 
ues after three years. The results here briefly noted are 
of obvious value to the interests of the military medica! 
service everywhere. They encourage the hope that a way 
has at last been found to conquer the disease, which has 
been accurately described as “the deadliest foe of armies 
in the field.”

A correspondent of the Loudon Times gives a descrip- 
tion of the cadet.battalion at West Point, in the course 
of which he says: “Il have no hesitation in saying that 
these American cadets handled their arms with a smart- 
ness of finish and precision which could not have been 
surpassed by a battalion of Guards on the Horse Guards 
Parade, The smallest irregularity while ‘on 
guard’ will lose a cadet many privileges. The military 
discipline is iron. As a class, those whom I saw at 
West Point were a very well set-up company of young 
men. Mentally I know that they must be of a high 
standard. Physically they appeared to be above the 
average standard of men of their class, certainly above 
the average which one would have expected in a class 
in which the intellectual standard is so high. It is com- 
puted that one out of four of the cadets who are ac- 
cepted finds the life too rigorous for him, or fails to 
give satisfaction to the instructors and so drops out. 
Also about ore in three is rejected. on first nomination, 
as not being of a class or stamina likely to fashion to 
serviceable officers. In the manner of rejection no senti- 
ment is shown. West Point is a great and powerful 
institution.” 





The Army and Navy Gazette reports that one of the 
remarkable characteristics of the present British War 
Office régime is the influence of certain smart. society 
groups, possessing what is known as military influence, 
each member of which, amusingly enough, “thinks his 
little set the world.” Owing. to this new social influ- 
ence, the Gazette tells us, “the growth of snobbery 
and jobbery has been phenomenal of late, and even 
responsible for a species of ‘ragging,” which has not yet 
engaged public attention. It is said that there is little 
hope for any who may be outside the pale of the new so- 
cial influence.” 





Another Baltic naval station has been established by 
the German Government at Sonderburg, sixteen miles 
from Flensburg, chiefly for gun training. Six school- 
ships and the experimental artillery ship Freya will be 
stationed there. 
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The Army will note with interest the remarkable vic- 
tory won by Col. George Brinton McClellan as candidate 
for the office of Mayor of the City of New York. A 
plurality of 62,480 in a poll of 584,559 votes, agdinst 
a most determined and hopeful opposition, is something 
for a young man to be proud of. It is significant as it 
brings Colonel » to the front as a possible Demo- 
cratie candidate for the office of President of the United 
States. As a member of Congress, Colonel McClellan 
has always shown such a warm interest in the Army that 
the members of the Services could count upon his good 
will in any position he might hold. The grandson of 
Gen. Randolph B. Marcy and the son of General George 
Lrinton McClellan could not be otherwise than sympa- 
thetic with a service with which he is connected by so 
many proud associations. Colonel McClellan gets his ti- 
tle from his services as an officer on the staff of Gover- 
nor Flower, of New York. He was born in Dresden, 
Germany, Nov. 23, 1865, where his father was tem- 
porarily residing. He graduated with honor from Prince- 
ion in 1886, and later was admitted to the bar. In 1892 
he was elected president of the New York Board of Al- 
«crmen by a plurality of 78,210, the largest ever given 
to a candidate in this county. In 1894 he was elected 
to Congress from the XIIth District, and four re-elec- 
tions followed. He belongs to the Manhattan and Union 
Clubs, the Loyal Legion, Lafayette Camp, Sons of Vet- 
erans, the Sons of the Revolution, and is an honorary 
member of the Irish Brigade and the Friendly Sons of 
St. Patrick. He was at one time a member of the Sth 
Regiment of the New York National Guard, to which 
President Roosevelt also belonged at one time. 
Some of the best work done under the municipal 
administration Colonel McClellan succeeds has been 
done by officers and ex-officers of the Army. We 
hope that the new Mayor will take a hint in this respect 
trom the experience of his opponents.

The following important statement relative to the 
strength of the Army in the Division of the Philippines 
has been made by the General Staff of the Army: “Some- 
time ago, Gen. George W. Davis, then in command of the 
Division of the Philippines, recommended to the War 
Department a reduction of the garrison in those islands 
and the Secretary of War authorized the Chief of Staff 
to determine what reduction should be made. Lieutenant 
General Young has decided, after consideration of all 
the questions involved, that the garrison in the Philip- 
pines for the present should remain at four regiments 
of Cavalry and nine of Infantry. When the arrange- 
men for five regiments of Cavalry and ten of Infantry 
vas made it was considered that one-third of the Infantry 
and Cavalry would be at all time in the Philippines and 
two-thirds in the United States; when the orders were 
being prepared for the recent change, however, it was 
necessary to pass over the Sth Infantry, because half of 
that regiment was in Alaska. By keeping only nine 
regiments of Infantry in the Philippines it will enable 
the Department to make the exchanges without interfer- 
ing with the Alaska service, and possibly the Porto Rican 
service, and in addition thereto an extra regiment will 
be always available for an emergency without breaking 
down the plan. It is not probable that any further re- 
duction in the garrison in the Philippines will be made 
until proper barrack accommodations “an be provided in 
the United States; a great deal of construction work is 
going on at the present time, but new barracks material- 
ize very slowly. Several of the old posts marked for 
abandonment will have to be utilized for regiments al- 
ready in the United States for sometime to come.”

The frightful explosion at the Naval Magazine on Iona 
Island, N.Y., Nov. 4, whereby half a dozen lives and a 
vast amount of property were destroyed, sharply empha- 
sizes the recommendation of Rear Admiral O’Neil, Chief 
i the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department, for 
the removal of the naval magazine at Cavite, P.I. In his 
innual report, a synopsis of which appears elsewhere in 
these columns, Admiral O’Neil calls attention to the fact 
that the building used as a naval magazine at the Cavite 
Navy Yard is an old Spanish fort, which is within the 
limits of the yard and within two hundred yards of a 
thickly populated town. The inhabitants of the town 
have earnestly petitioned for the removal of the maga- 
zine, and a board of naval officers has recommended that 
the magazine be located elsewhere as speedily as pos- 
sible. In view of these facts Admiral O'Neil urges that 
his estimate for removing the magazine be favorably 
considered. He recalls that at Lowell, Mass., on July 29, 
1903, more than a score of persons were killed and nearly 
fty were injured by the explosion of two small powder 
iills, situated among the residences of mill operatives, 
nd he believes that equally serious results would attend 
un explosion of the powder stored at Cavite. ‘The Ad- 
iiral’s apprehension on this point will be readily shared 
ly anybody who tries even for a moment to imagine the 
ideous results that would have attended the explosion at 
iona Island had the accident occurred in a thickly popu- 
lated neighborhood.

The facts concerning the alleged sympathy of the 
lapanese with the Filipino insurgents are made appar- 
nt from an official statement transmitted to Minister 
lakahira by the Japanese Government on Noy. 4. Ac- 
ording to this statement the United States Minister at 
lokio brought the matter to the notice of the Japanese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in January, 1901, whereupon 
Mr. Hojo, the acting consul at Manila, was summoned 
o Tokio and subjected to a searching examination, 
vhich showed that he had been approached by the Fil- 
pinos on the subject of rendering them assistance, but had 
repelled their advances and told them that he believed 
that their wisest course was complete submission to 
\merican authority. This explanation was accepted as 
satisfactory to the Japanese Government, but in view 
of the cordial friendship existing between Japan and 
the United States it was deemed wise to transfer Mr. 
Hojo to another post. The result of the investigation 
was placed before the United States Minister at Tokio 
and accepted by our Government as satisfactory. In the 
light of the proceedings it is evident that, while the 
Japanese Government and its representatives were guilt- 
less of any wrong doing, General MacArthur had the 


amplest warrant for the statement which we published 
last week.

The Navy Department has received a somewhat sensa- 
tional report from a board of expert naval officers, which 
shows that the superposed turret structures on ‘the: bat- 
tleships itearsarge and Kentucky are weaker than had 
been thought by the advocates of this type of turret. 
According to this report, relative to which officers on 
duty at the Navy Department are unwilling to make 
any statement, it is umsafe to fire simultaneously the 
four guns in the turret. It is pointed out in the report 
that the upset force of firing these guns together is so 
great that the turret structure is liable to be weakened 
by the strain. In this connection the question of strength- 
ening the turrets of the Virginia type so that all of the 
guns can be fired together without danger has come 
before the Navy Department, and some action along 
this line will doubtless be taken. Im any event it is 
thought at the Navy Department that the effect of this 
report will be to end once and for all any controversy 
over the utility of the superposed turret, and it may 
now be stated that there is unanimity of opinion among 
the naval experts on duty at the Navy Department that 
the superposed turret has had its day. It has never met 
with favor in foreign navies.

William H. Moody, Secretary of the Navy, delivered 
an address Nov. 2 before the Harvard Political Club, 
Boston, on “The Administration of a Navy.” Denying 
the statement that the marksmen of the Navy of the 
United States were deserters from the English service, 
Mr. Moody added that in the practice at Pensacola last 
spring, the ships being under way and firing at targets 
17 by 25 feet, the averages of the hits of all were over 
50 per cent. In this fall’s practice all percentages were 
much improved. These results have been accomplished 
by American citizens. Al! of our officers are, of course, 
Americans, and of the enlisted men nearly SO per cent. 
are native born and 10.9 per cent. naturalized citizens. 
The small percentage of aliens consists largely of musi- 
cians, cooks and stewards, and is annually diminishing. 
We may have deserters from other navies in our ranks. 
“I know of none,” said Mr. Moody, however, “and if I 
heard of one I would instantly discharge him.”

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In order that the white summer coat of Infantrymep 
may have some distinguishing mark, it has practically 
been decided by the Quartermaster General’s Depart- 
ment that the chevrons on this coat shall be piped with 
black. Of course, the white chevrons prescribed by the 
most recent uniform order for the Infantry would not 
show on the white summer coat, and it has been thought 
inadvisable to have the blue chevrons for this garment 
only. The Quartermaster General is endeavoring to ob- 
tain a shoe for tne enlisted men of the Army which will 
have a better appearance and be more comfortable than 
the hob-nail foot covering now in use. A sample black 
shoe for garrison wear and a high russet for field service 
will be tested under practical conditions. No change 
will be made at the present in the style of leggin worn 
in the Army.

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We commend to especial attention the very interest- 
ing statement, which appears in another column, from 
Major Harrison, Art. Corps, Artillery Inspector, De- 
partment of the East, concerning the performance of our 
mortars during the Army-Navy maneuvers in Portland 
Ilarbor last September. An average of thirty-one per 
cent. of hits by mortars at ranges of from 8,200 to 
9,600 yards is a result that entirely upsets the calcula- 
tions of those who rely upon the presumable inefficiency 
of mortar fire. Our Artillery experts have shown much 
greater confidence in this method of coast defense than 
foreign officers, and it is gratifying to find that this 
confidence has not been misplaced. There need be no 
doubt hereafter as to the efficiency of the mortar as a 
weapon of offense.

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Major W. T. May, Acting Adjutant, 15th U.S. Inf., 
has issued an interesting roster of the commissioned 
officers of that command, from the time of its organiza- 
tion, May 4, 1861, to Oct. 1, 1903.

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PROMOTION ON SECOND EXAMINATION. 

An important opinion has been given by Judge Advocate 
Gen. George B. Davis in the matter of the promotion 
of officers who fail in their first examination, but who 
qualify at the end of the year of suspension from prv- 
motion. lt has been approved by the Secretary of War 
and is of general interest to the Army. After stating 


the facts in the case General Davis says: 


“The suspension in the cases of Lieutenant Degen anu 
six seniors in rank, all of whom had failed to quality, 
was mace to begin trom the dutzs of their respective 
eXaminations. ‘These examinations were ordered on dit- 
freut Gates between March 17 and 2, 1902, before diiter- 
ent examining buards and the examinauons took piace 
in such oraer as to give Lieutenant wegen a sugnt psi- 
erity of date over his semors in rank, whose stations 
were more distant trom the seat otf Government than 
his own. Witn a view to place the petitioner and those 
seluur tu him as nearly us pussibie on the same fouung 
in that regard their final examination took piace on the 
same date and resulted in their being found qualified fo: 
promotion; in their subsequent advancement, as vacul- 
cies occurred in the grade of Ist lieutenant in the Cav- 
ulry arm, the slight diiterence in the dates when tne 
several examinations were completed, was properly dis- 
regarded and, as all had been tound qualified tor promv- 
tion they were advanceu, or are to be advanced, in order 
oi their lineal rank as zd lieutenants of Cavalry. 

“In applying the law to the facts, it will be seen that 
there is an apparent conflict between the requirements of 
the act of Uct. 1, 188 which reguiates examinations 
for promouons, and the act of Feb. 2, 1901, which provided 
for a reorganization and increase in the Army, The act of 
1890 provi.es a method for ascertaining fitness for promo- 
tion to the casual vacancies which occur from time to 
time, in the Miltary Hstablishment, and provides that the 
examination shall take place ‘at such times anterior to the 
accruing of the right to promotion as may be best tor the 
interest of the Service.’ The language used is significant 
and determines the date of examination by the occurrence 
vf a fact which is described in the statute as “the ac- 
cruing of the right to promotion.’ 

“Yhat wu right to promotion should accrue, two iuci- 
dents are necessary: (1) A vacancy must exist to whicn 
a junior can be advanced, and (2) there must be an offi- 
cer whose seniority in rank is such as to entitle him to 
advancement when his fitness therefor has been estab- 
lished in the manner prescribed by law. Unless both these 
incidents are present, no right to promotion cun ac- 
crue, The mere existing of a vacancy is not alone suf- 
ficient to cause a right to promotion to accrue, unless_the 
person in whose benefit it accrues is pointed out by law, 
or cun be identitied by the application of the rule set 
forth in the statute. 

in the cuse under discussion vacancies occurred in the 
Cavairy arm, from time to time, subsequent to the ap- 
proval of the act of Feb. 2, 1901, and while that enact- 
ment was in process of execution; but it Was lnpossibie 
for a particular individual, to be pointed out as one in 
whose tavor a right to promotion to any of the vacan- 
cles su occuring had accrued for the reason that so much 
of section wz of that enactment as provided for the ex- 
amination and appointment of former officers of Volun- 
teers had to be fully executed before it would be possible 
to apply the rule contained in that section for determin- 
ing the rank of the persons so examined and appointed; 
and until their rank had been finally determined, ana 
the officers had been arranged in order of rank, as de- 
termined by prior commissioned service, it was impos- 
sible to ascertain the particular officer, or officers, in 
whose favor a right to promotion has accrued. 

“The act of Feb. 2, 190i, was fully executed on June 5, 
1902, when the last 2d lieutenant authorized by the act 
of reorganization was duly appointed to that office; and 
it became possible on that day to arrange the 2d lieu- 
tenants of Cavalry ‘according to seniority as deter- 
mineu by prior commissioned service.’ indeed, the ar- 
rangement of rank was in fact completed on thal day 
und, us it was then possible to ascertain the particular 
person, or persons who were entitled to promotion | am 
bound to conclude that the right to promotion in respect 
to such of the seniors on the list of 2d lieutenants as 
were necessury to fill the existing vacancies accrued on 
that day; provided, of course, that they were founa to 
pe qualified for promotion. But that fact had already 
been duly ascertained in conformity to the requirement 
in that regard of the act of Oct. 1, 1890, and the petitioner 
and six officers, who were senior to him in rank, had 
failed to establish their fitness for promotion. As the 
right to promotion had accrued on June 5, 1902, the penal 
clause of the act of 1890 became operative on that day. 
At the expiration of one year thereafter, that is on 
June 5, 1908, Degen and the officers semor to him again 
became entitled to promotion as vacancies occurred In 
the Cuvalry arm; provided they demonstrated their fit- 
ness therefor by passing a second examination. This they 
have done and it is the opinion of this office that from 
the date of such fulfillment of this condition precedent 
they have been entitled to promotion in the order of 
seniority. 

“It will thus be seen that there is no real conilict be- 
tween the requirements of the acts of Oct. 1, 1890, and 
Feb. 2, 1901, and that they are to be construed together 
in such a way as to give full effect to the several clauses 
of each statute. So far as the officers whose cases are 
under consideration were concerned, there was no oc- 
easion for the ruling that their suspension should begin 
at the dates when their respective examinations were 
completed, and, conceding that it may have had apptica- 
tion to cases arising in other arms of the Service, it had 
none in the case of the complainant as to which the in- 
cidents of examination, suspension, etc., were so fully 
regulated by law as to leave no occasion for the applica- 
tion of executive regulations. 

“The act of Oct. 1, 1890, gives a definite right to ad- 
vancement to a junior, when a sentor in rank fails to 
establish his fitness for promotion; but it was clearly not 
contemplated by Congress to confer such a right on one 
who had failed to qualify as against seniurs, who had 
similarly failed, but, as in the case of the petitioner, had 
established their fitness for promotion by a seccnd ex- 
amination. 

“Tt is the opinion of this office that the explicit re- 
quirements of the statutes above cited must prevail in 
determining the promotion of the petitioner and the offi- 
cers senior to him who, having conformed to the sub- 
stantial requirements of the statutes regulating examina- 
tions for promotion, are now entitled to advancement in 
accordance with their rank in the military Service.

G.O. 39, OCT. 22, 1938, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

As we only briefly noted this order last week just be- 
fore going to press, we republish it in full. 

Par. 208 of the Army Regulations is amended to read 
as follows: 

208. The commander of a department commands all the 
military forces of the Government within its limits, 
whether of the line or staff, which are not excepted 
irom nis control by the War Department. The Army 
War College, the General Service and Staff College, the 
Engineer School of Application, the Artillery School, the 
School of Submarine Defense, and the School of Ap- 
plication for Cavalry and Field Artillery in all that 
pertains to the courses of instruction or their separate 
organization and administration as schools; the Military 
Academy, the Army Medical School at Washington, D.C., 
the arsenals, the general depots of supply, the gen- 
eral service recruiting stations, general hospitals, such 
permanent fortifications as may be in process of con- 
struetion, and officers employed on special duty under 
the Secretary of War are exempted from the supervision 
of the department commanders. But in the matter of 
trials by court-martial all officers and enlisted men sta- 
tioned within a department remain, notwithstanding the 
exemptions of this regulation, under the jurisdiction of 
the department commander, to whom charges will be for- 
warded through the usual channels. 

When an emergency demands all military men and ma- 
terial within the geographical limits of their commands 
eome under the supervision of department commanders.

1. Subdivision (a), par. No. 4, Artillery Memoranda,

As soon as he cuon- 
siders that he has found the correct range he will change 
to time shrapnel, and continue until he thinks he has ob- 
tained three effective shrapnel with the same length of 
fuse. The three effective shrapnel should be counted out 
of a series fired with the same elevation and the same 
fuse cutting. When this is the case he will cease firing 
and make his appeal.

I. Hereafter, all orders from the War Department re-

1108. The commanding officer of a post, at or near which 
the immediate family of a regular or volunteer soldier 
resides, may, if the residence and other conditions of 
such family make it proper, grant to the head thereof 
permits to purchase for cash at cost prices such quanti- 
ties of fuel and mineral oil as in his opinion may be 
reasonably needed for the sole use of the soldier's im- 
mediate family.

Waiter 
Harvey, 16th Inf., was “shirking his duties, was ill-bred, 
was sullen and worthless, a fiend incarnate,’’ and would 
be court-martialed at the first opportunity. “All this to 
the scundal and disgrace of the military service.” 

The record of the proceedings of the general court- 
martial in the foregoing case of Capt. George E. French, 
léth inf., having veen submitted to the President, the 
foliowing are his orders thereon:

Oliver P. Robin- 
son, 30th Inf., charged with conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline. 

The tirst specification allegcd that Lieutenant Robinson, 
Santa Mes? Garrisen, in his office on Aug. 23, 188, und in 
the presence of list Lieut. C. W. Weeks, 8th Inf., a 
civilian clerk, and enlisted men, did engage in a loud 
altercation with 2d Lieut. R. L. Weeks, 30th Inf., and 
addressed him in offensive and abusive language, saying: 
“lf you say I let a horse go out except on official busi- 
ness, you are a God-aamned liar,”’ or words to that effect. 

The second specification alleged that Lieutenant Robin- 
sen, without just provocation engaged in a violent per- 
sonal encounter with 2d Lieut. R. L. Weeks, and did 
seize with his hand a glass sponge-cup, striking with it 
a biow on the head of the said Lieutenant Weeks, in- 
flicting a cut in the scalp, and did further continue in 
the violent encounter until forcibly pulled away and re- 
strained by Ist Lieut. C. W. Weeks, 0th Inf. 

The accused pleaded to the first specification: ‘‘Guility, 
as alleged in the specification, but with just provocation.” 

To the second specification he pleaded: ‘Guilty, ex- 
cept the words, ‘without just provocation’ and the 
words, ‘and did further continue in the violent encounter 
with the said 2d Lieut. R. L. Weeks, until forcibly pulled 
away and restrained by Ist Lieut. C. W. Weeks, 30th 
Infantry.’ Of the excepted words ‘not guilty,’ and to 
the charge net guilty.’ 

Finding: ‘‘As to the first and second specification, the 
court finds the facts as charged, but attaches no crimin- 
ality thereto.” é 

Of the charge, “not guilty and the court does there- 
fore acquit him, 2d Lieut. Oliver P. Robinson, 30th Inf." 

General Randall, in reviewing the above case, says: 
“In the foregoing case, the court has found the facts 
to be as charged, and such findings is sustained by the 
evidence. The court further decides that no criminality 
attaches to this officer whe has publiccly addressed his 
fellow officer in ‘offensive and abusive language,’ using 
the words ‘a God-damned liar,’ and has ‘without just 
provocation engaged in a violent personal encounter, 
with his comrade, breaking a sponge cup over his head. 
The department commander is unable to follow the court 
--whose members, many of them of long service, ought 
to have been alive to the necessity of maintaining the 
discipline and dignity of the Service—to the conclusion 
that an officer of the Army who indulges in such language 
and such conduct without just provocation, commits no 
offense against good order and miiltary discipline, and 
merits acquittal. 

“The acquittal is disapproved.

Second Lieut. Robert L. Weeks, 30th Inf., was tried be- 
fore the same court. Charge.—Conduct to the prejudice 
of good order and miiltary discipline.

EXAMINATION OF ENLISTED MEN. 
G.O, 47, NOV. 2, 198, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Amends G.O. 79, May 27, 1908, H.Q.A., prescribing a 
system of examination of enlisted men of the Army for 
promotion to the grade of 2d lieutenant. 

The subjects of the examination remain the same as 
heretofore, and amendments are in the following para- 
graphs: 

I. For the purpose of computing age and length of 
service, the first day of September of each year is fixed 
as the date of competition. 

Any soldier, otherwise qualified, who will be twenty- 
one and under thirty years of age on the first of Septem- 
ber following, and who shall have served honorably not 
less than two years in the Army, on or before that date, 
may (on or before the first day of February of any 
year) make application, through the regular military 
channels, to his department commander for preliminary 
SS. examination with a view to determining his 
eligibility for entering the final competitive examina- 
tion; and the company or other immediate commander in 


forwarding such application will verify the statement orf 
service wnich may submitted by the soldier. 


PRELIMINARY COMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS. 


Il. As soon as practicable after the first of March the 
department commander will convene a board of five 
commissioned officers, including two medical officers, for 
the preliminary competitive examination of applicants, 
and will order the applicants in his command to appear 
before it. This board will institute a rigid inquiry miy 
the character, capacity, military record and aptitude 
and qualifications of t several candidates, and wil 
recommend none for the final competitive examination 
who are not able to establish their mental, moral, and 
physical fitness for promotion to the entire satisfaction 
or the ad. To that end the procedure of the depart. 
ment boards will be based upon that of retiring boards. 
Evidence will be obtained from the certificates of officers, 
from witnesses under oath, and by means of sworn in- 
terrogatories. The military record of each candidate 
will be closely examined and his antecedents before 
a the Service will be made the subject of special 
inquiry. 

Every applicant will be subjected to a rigid physica) 
examination, and if any cause of disqualification is 
found to exist it will be specified in the report and in 
the recommendation of the board. Examination as to 
physical qualifications shall conform to the standard 
required of recruits, and a _ certificate of physical ex- 
amination by the medical officers of the board shall ac- 
company the proceedings of the board. The board will 
permit each candidate to take the mental examination, 
if he so desires, notwithstanding physical defects.

The following instructions with reference to the use 
of reserve ammunition for target practice are published 
for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

1. The powder of reserve ammunition on hand at the 
sea-coast fortifications should be used for target prac- 
tice, and replaced from that furnished for the latter pur- 
pose, that which has been on hand longest being used 
first, except in the case of powder charges issued in 
wooden cases, tin lined, which are to be used before any 
other, in order to preverit deterioration. 

2. Whenever projectiles of the class furnished for tar- 
get practice are not on hand, cast-iron projectiles from 
the reserve supply may be used, to be replaced by those 
for target practice when received. Steel projectiles of 
the reserve supply should, however, never be used in 
target practice unless specially authorized. 

3. Cast iron projectiles should be so stored that there 
may be no possibility of mistaking them for the steel 
armor-piercing projectiles of the reserve supply. 

4. Requisition for ammunition for target practice will 
be made in time to insure the least possible call upon 
the reserve supply and the prompt replacement of that 
which must be used. 

5. Owing to the small supply of zinc and hermetically 
sealed storage cases, thése cases when empty should be 
promptly returned to the place of issue without waiting 
for the accumulation of a number of them.

The seventh problem on the maneuver program, the 
attack and defense, proved one of the most spc ctacular 
of the series, as far as the citizen was concerned, as the 
field of operations was very near the post proper, and he 
was able to grasp the situation better than in the pre- 
ceaing problems. A large number were on hand, and they 
were able to feast their eyes and ears to their heart's 
content. In this problem it was assumed that the Brown 
army, advancing from Atchison, Kansas, had crossed the 

Blue river and was encamped on the line Keats-Eureka 

Lake. A Blue army advancing from Beloit had just 

crossed the Ri publican river, and was encamped on the 

line Wakefield-Milford. Another Blue army advancing 

from Marion, had arrived at Herrington, Kansas. A 

small Blue force of all arms was presumed to be sta- 

tioned at Fort Riley, which, for the purpose of tne prob- 
lem, was regarded as a small village. This force was to 

guard the passage of the Republican and so insure a 

combination of the Blue armies and thus be in a posi- 

tion to menace the flank of the Brown army if it at- 
tacked the line Wakefield-Milford. The Blue force, com- 
posed ot the Ist Battalion of Engineers, tth Infantry, one 
battalion of the 12th Infantry, 2d Squadron, 4th Cavalry, 
and 7th and 2th Batteries, Field Artillery, intrenched 
itself on the heights surrounding the post on the north 
and overlooking the passage of the Republican river, aiter 
having received orders to hold the position at all hazards. 

The Brown force, composed of the 38d and 4th Brigades, 

the 2d, Zist and 25th Infantry, 55th Iowa, ist Squadron of 

the 4th Cavalry, 8th and 10th Cavalry, 6th, 19th, 28th and 
29th Fieid Batteries, had orders to carry the position by 
assault and so gain control of the coveted passage of the 

Republican river. The Browns under command of Gen- 

eral Carr left camp before 6 o'clock in the morning and 

proceedei to their positions. The Blues were already 
intrenching as their ‘“‘enemies’’ marched away. It was 
well after ten o'clock when the advance of the Browns 
was distinguished over the hills to the north, coming 
steadily torward. deployed over a front of about twu 
miles. Colonel Steever, 4th Cav., in command of the 
force on the defensive, had his headquarters on the hill 

surmounted by the post reservoir, which commanded a 

perfect view of the entire battlefield and which was, 

until the recall was sounded, a decidedly busy point of 
vantage. The fire of the defense from remarkably well- 
concealed trenches was withheld until the advancing 

Browns were well within range. The first firing com- 

menced on the extreme right where a force of the Brown 

in considerable numbers evidently attempted a feint at- 
tack, throwing their principal numbers, as it afterwards 
proved, against the center. The Brown cavalry forded 
the Republican river in several places in an endeavor 
to flank the Blue's position. Thirty-five dismounted 
cavalrymen made their way around by Junction City, 
where they boarded a street car, laid flat on the floor, and 
in this manner were carried through the Blue's pickets. 
They posted the administration building and storehouses 
with placards announcing the fact that those buildings 
were captured at 2 certain time and by whom the cap- 
ture was made. It was a clever idea and showed the 
earnestness and zea! with which these maneuvers are 
entered into by all the troops, but in this particular case 
the work was of no avail. In event of actual hostilities 
street cars would not be continuing their uninterrupted 

Way over a bullet-swept battlefield, and such a small 

number of men would only have courted capture. Of 

course the Blues proved too strong in their position. Near 
the junction of the Republican and Smoky Hill rivers, the 

Browns made a most determined attack, but were finally 

repulsed with Recall was sounded shortly after 

the noon hour 





“loss.” 


The militia were paid on Sunday, about $70,000 being 
disbursed to the citizen soldiery by Uncle Sam's pay- 
masters. The scedule was revised somewhat for the last 


day, Tuesday, the day on which the State troops left 
for home. as far as the Regulars were concerned was a 
“day off.” It was given up to the Department athletic 
contest in which the troops from the Department of the 
Missouri competed for athletic honors. The games took 
place at the »thletic park. and in addition to the thous- 
ands of soldiers present there were many civilians, who 
seemed as much interested in the events as the troops 
themselves. Generals Bates, Bell and Barry were present 
with their staffs, as well as the foreign attaches. The 
baseball championship, which was decided in the morn- 
ing, went to the 25th Infantry, from Fort Niobrara, in a 
twelve-inning game; score 4-3. It was a hard fought 
contest, the Cavalrymen from Robinson dying hard. Both 
teams were composed of colored troops. The first event 
was called at 2.30 o'clock, and throughout the entire 
program the 10th Cavalry and the 2th Infantry proved 
themselves the “best ever." The following were the 
events and winners: 220-yard hurdles Pvt. T. Parker, 
Co. F, 3th Inf., 28 sees.; putting 16-lb. shot, Serget. L. 
Broadus, 25th Inf., 36 ft. 1 in.; 100-yard dash, Corpl. H. L. 
Bowen, Co. H, 25th Inf, 10 4-5 sec. The wall sealing con- 
test went to the 2d Battalion, 25th Inf., the other teams 
having dropped out; time, 53 2-5 secs. Half-mile run. 
Pvt. F. Massie, Co. H. 26th Inf.;: mounted wrestling, Ist 
Squadron, 10th Cav.; pitching conical wall tent, Ist Bat- 
talion, Engrs., 1 min. 42 secs. The 3d Squadron, 8th 
Cav., was one second slower. Tent pegging contest, 2d 
Squadron, ith Cav., Pvt. T. W. Watson, Co. A, Ist Bat- 
talion , Engrs., won the equipment race by a big margin. 
Running high jump. Pvt. T. Parker, Co. F, 25th Inf., 5 
ft. 1 In.; 44-yard run, Corpl. H. L. Bowen, Co. H, 25th 
Inf., 58 4-5 secs. The 19th Field Battery won the drivers’ 
contest for Artillerymen, the 7th Battery having been 





disqualified. Running broad jump, Corpl. H. L. Bowen, 
Co. H, %th Inf., 20 ft. 6 1-2 ins.; 1-mile relay race, 2d 
Battalion, 25th Inf.; mounted hurdle race, one mile, Corp. 
Cc. B. Wells, Troop A, 8th Cav., from Fort Sill. General 
Bates, the Department commander, presented the medals 
and silver trophy cups to the winners after the comple- 
tion of the mn. 

The State troops who left in the morning for their 
homes packed all their heavy baggage the afternoon of 
the preceding day and bivouaeked for the night in order 
that nothing might delay the departure of the trains 
scheduled to transport them. Fifteen trains were neces- 
sary, the first leaving at seven o'clock and the last at 
10.30. Capt.\C. B. Baker, Chief Q.M. of the Division, was 
at the entrairing point to see that all worked with per- 
fect regularity and when his watch showed the time for 
the departure of a train it pulled out, exactly to the 
minute. Over four thousand men were handled in this 
manner and but one was left behind; he was a sergeant 
from the Texas Provisional Regiment, and was given a 
free trip home by the Chief Quartermaster. 

ATTACKING A CONVOY.—ESTABLISHING OUTPOSTS. 

Wednesday’s problem was the attack and defense of a 
convoy. It was assumed that a Blue army, operating 
from Emporia, Kansas, as a base, was in the vicinity of 
Blue Rapids, Kansas; that rail communication was in- 
terrupted and the army temporarily dependent upon wag- 
ons for supplies. A train conveying ammunition, money 
and rations, comprising about two hundred wagons and 
guarded by the 2d, 2ist and ‘25th Infantry, one battahon, 
lzth Inf., one squadron, 4th Cav., and the 2th Battery, 
Field Art., aggregating about 2,000 men, had crossed the 
Republican river at Junction City and was about to pass 
around the west of the reservation by the Republican 
flats and the Milford road. A Brown force, consisting 
of the 8th and 10th Cavalry, one squadron, 4th Cav., and 
the 7th Field Battery, composed a raiding force from 
the main body located at Clay Center in the vicinity of 
Milford. The commanding officer of the Browns re- 
ceives information of the Blue convoy and decides to 
move against it and inflict as much damage as possible, 
with the further object of holding it if possible, until! 
he can: receive sufficient reinforcements to enable him to 
capture it. The start with the train was made from the 
rendezvous west of the reservation on the Milford road, at 
10.30, and from that moment until recall was sounded. 
about two hours later, the Browns did their level best 
to make the situation of the Blues as unpleasant as pds- 
sible. The umpires were kept busy ruling out sections 
of both forces, but the wagon train still held on its way 
despite the efforts to hold it. On several occasions the 
Brown cavalry came within several hundred yards of 
the train defenders and poured in a heavy fire, inflicting 
no little “damage’’ to the defenders. The entire affair 
was on private lands. One battery went through a corn- 
field that was still waiting the harvester’s work. and the 
sight presented was a ludicrous one in the extreme. 

Thursday night and Friday morning witnessed the last 
problem on the program, the establishment of outposts 
by regiments, involving changes of position for the night 
The maneuver commenced in the afternoon, when the 
Blue force under the command of Colonel Augur and 
composed of the 2d and 2ist Infantry, the 8th Cavalry. 
one squadron, 10th Cav., Ist Battalion, Engrs., and the 
6th and 20th Field Artillery, left camp and proceeded to a 
point on the reservation north of the river where it went 
into bivouac and established its outposts. A Brown force 
under the command of Lieut. Col. W. B. Wheeler, 2d 
Inf., also left camp at the same time and took a position 
north of the Blue lines and on a line with the Milk Ranch 
road. It was assumed that the Browns were moving 
from the north and had reached this point, where they 
went into bivouac and established outposts. The Browns 
were composed of the 6th, 12th and 2th Infantry, the 4th 
Cavalry, one squadron, 10th Cav., and the 19th and 29th 
Field Batteries. The outposts were changed at dusk tu 
accord with the proper dispositions of an outpost at 
night, and at daybreak they were changed to accord 
with the usua! disposition of an outpost during the day. 
During the night the major general commanding and his 
staff, as well as the umpires, visited the line of outposts, 
so that everyone had to be on the qui-vive. The schedule 
merely provided for the proper posting of the forces, 
but shortly before dawn and as the rain commenced to 
fall in torrents, the Browns under Colonel Wheeler were 
at it goed and hard, and before the Blues were aware 
of it their outposts were being driven in and the situation 
had a rather desperate look. Supports were hurried out, 
however. This maneuver was certainly a surprise to all 
and goes to shew that it requires the real thing to keep 
a sentinel constantly on the alert. The troops returned 
to camp shortly after nine o'clock, well tired out and 
soaked to the skin, the rain continuing to fall in a steady 
downpour. The remainder of the day was spent in dry- 
ing out wet clothes and in securing as much rest as 
possible. 

DISPERSAL OF THE REGULARS. 

Saturday being the last day of the month, the 
troops were mustered by their respective brigade com- 
manders. Owing to the soaked condition of everything 
this necessary function was made as short as possible 
and was shorn of all possible ceremony. There was « 
general discussion at the assembly tent at headquarters, 
at eleven o'clock, which all officers were required to at- 
tend. Colonel Wagner, the chief umpire, read his report 
of the work accomplished and General Grant also made 
a short address, The afternvon found all the troops busy 
in packing all heavy baggage, which was transported to 
‘he trains on the spurs at Pawnee flats and there loaded 
on the cars, in order that there should be no delay in 
setting off all the commands on the following morning 
in the order. scheduled. At seven o'clock on Sunday 
morning the first train pulled out, and thereafter at 
every fifteen minutes one left until all that were to go 
by train had departed. Fourteen trains were required. A 
Lattalion of the 25th Infantry from Fort Reno, O.T., left 
early in the morning on its overland hike to Winchita, 
where it will entrain for the rest of the journey. Two 
battalions of the 6th Infantry also started for their home 
station by the muddy route, the other battalion with 
headquarters and band of the regiment going by train. 
The 2th and 29th Field Batteries will march overland 
to Fort Leavenworth under the command of the senior 
officer, Capt. O. I. Straub, of the former battery. Owing 
to the heavy condition of the roads, they will delay their 
departure until the weather gives evidence of something 
considerably better than at present. The Ist Battalion 
ot Engineers is engaged in dismantling the two pon- 
toon bridges that were thrown across the Kaw, and 
loading the material on the cars for shipment to Fort 
Leavenworth after which it will start overland for its 
station. General Bates and his staff took up their abode 
in President Burt's private car, which was tendered for 
their use, on Saturday afternoon as the continued in- 
clement weather had made. existence in tents decidely un- 
comfortable By Sunday noon division headquarters was 
practically deserted, save a few officials who will stay 
to settle up necessary matters and attend to storing of 
property which will be used during next year’s maneuv- 
ers. General Bates and his party left on the noon train 
for Chicago, It. The Maneuver Division of 1903 is a 
thing of the past. Nearly all the general officers have 
been interviewed on the subject of the Fort Riley ma- 
neuvers as well as those of West Point, and there seems 
to be but one sentiment from all: perfect satisfaction at 
the results obtained at both places and unbounded praise 
for the Regular and the militiamen. The War Depart- 
ment is keeping « close track of all expenditures in order 
that the actual cost of these mobilizations may be known. 
It is estimated that the maneuvers at this point cost the 
Government a few thousands short of $400,000, with about 
the same aggregate at West Point.

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REPORT ON PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY. 


Capt. Henry T. Allen, 6th U.S. Cavalry, Brigadier 
General and Chief of the Philippine Constabulary, hax 
transmitted his annual report on the operations of that 
body to the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War De- 
partment, and it is an exceptionally interesting docu- 
ment. In compliance with an act of Congress and « 
supplementary act of the Philippine Civil Commission 
authorizing the Philippine Scouts and the Philippine 
(Constabulary to operate jointly, under certain restric- 
tions, for their mutual aid and protection under the civil 
government, twenty-nine companies of scouts have been 
turned over to the civil governor for duty under the 
chief of the Constabulary. As to the results of this par- 
tial merger of the two forces, General Allen, says: “lL 
wish to emphasize the fact that the co-operation on be- 
half of all concerned has been so full and complete that 
there has scarcely been a suspicion of friction. Con- 
stabulary officers iu certain provinces are acting as post- 
masters, in others they are charged with the guarding 
of jails, the expediting of mails, the maintenance of 
quarantine, transferring prisoners and the maintenance 
of telegraph and telephone lines.” 

With the restoration of peace the extensive system of 
cables, telegraph and telephone lines, which the Army 
had established during the military occupation, and 
which comprised about 8,000 miles of wire, reaching to 
nearly every important town in the archipelago, might 
have been abandoned had not the insular government and 
representatives of the leading commercial interests asked 
that the system be retained. A Telegraph Division of the 
Constabulary was therefore organized to take charge of 
the wires and is successfully operating them. Schools 
for the instruction of native telegraph operators were 
established and eighteen students have already been 
graduated and set to work. The Ilocano makes far the 
best telegraph operator. He acquires English readily, 
ond has the necessary application and shows a disposi- 
tion to accept employment in any part of the archipel- 
ago, which is not the case with some of the other inhab- 
itants of the Philippines. 

During the vear under review the forces under Gen- 
eral Allen’s command exterminated lawless bands, led by 
Rios in Tayabas and Laguna, San Miguel in Bulacan 
and Rizal, Modesto Joaquin in Pampanga, Roman Man- 
alang, in Zambales and Pangasinan, Protacio Flores in 
Pangasinan, Timoteo Pasay and the Feliz brothers in 
Rizal, Dalmacio and Rufo in Western Negros, Flores in 
Misamis, Anugar in Samar, Concepcion in Surigao, 
Colache in Sorsogon, Encarnacion in Tayabas and num- 
The following “Popes” have 
been captured: Rios, of Tayabas; Faustina Ablena, of 
Samar, and Fernandez of Laguna. Margarita Pullio 
and Catalina Furiscal, two women who posed as “saints” 
and who were interested in the distribution of “anting- 
antings,” were also captured. There still remain “Papa” 
Isio in the mountain fastnesses of Negros and “King” 
Apo in Pampanga and Nueva Ecija. 

Of the fanatics mentioned above Rios appears to have 
been by far the most ambitious and interesting. He 
represented himself to be an inspired prophet and found 
little difficulty in working on the superstitions of the 
credulous inhabitants of barrios distant from centers 
of population. He organized an “Exterior Municipal 
Government” (for revenue only) with an _ elaborate 
equipment of officials. He promoted himself and his fol- 
lowers in rapid succession until he had with him one 
captain general, one lieutenant general, twenty-five ma- 
jor generals, fifty brigadier generals and a host of officers 
of lower grade. In appreciation of his own abilities he 
appointed himself “generalisimo” and viceroy, and stat- 
ed his intention of having himself crowned “king of the 
Philippines.” Titles earthly not proving sufficient, he 
announced himself as the “Son of God” and dispensed 
“anting-antings,’” which guaranteed to make the wearer 
invulnerable to attack. It is a curious fact that among 
the various religious sects found in the archipelago 
there is an invariable effort and desire on their part 
to become possessed of arms to reinforce the propaganda 
of their creeds. 

General Allen gives it as his candid opinion that every 
provincial Governor in the archipelago is working earn- 
cstly and honestly in behalf of the constituted govern- 
ment of the islands, and declares that with the exception 
of Surigao and Misamis, (Moro provinces in Mindanao), 
order has been maintained in the entire archipelago by 
the Constabulary and Scouts. 

Referring to the use of native troops, the question of 
further reductions in the strength of the Army in the 
islands and the general outlook, General Allen says: 
“I hardly deem it necessary to speak of the expediency, 
economy and necessity of maintaining native troops, in

doubted the policy of arming Filipinos, but the proven 
joyalty to the authorities furnishing food, shelter and 
clothing, the paucity of desertions, the economy of main- 
tenance, the direct education of the men and its general 
influence upon the people, and the special fitness of the 
Filipino for the work required of soldiers in the Philip- 
pines have answered their objections. The Filipinos, like 
all people, will fight, when properly paid, fed and disci- 
plined, but above all when properly led. This is the 
keynote to an entirely successful use of Filipinos as sol- 
diers. It is therefore of the utmost importance that 
high grade officers thoroughly courageous, upright, sober, 
intelligent and energetic be placed over them. 

“Without taking into consideration the strategic im- 
portance of the Philippines as a military supply depot, 
where troops and war material may be kept for Oriental 
emergencies, it is thought that for some time to come 
the American troops should not be further reduced. Af- 
ter extensive warfare, however humanely conducted, 
several years must elapse before there is mental pacifi- 
cation, and during this period of adjustment to new 
conditions, it is unwise to ignore the great moral effect 
of a strong armed force. At present there are in round 
numbers 18,000 American troops occupying seventy 
posts. The firm stand taken by the Government towards 
criminals who pose as patriots, the consistent work -of 
the courts, the field service of the Constabulary and 
Scouts, and the vigilance of the Division of Information 
have been effective in reducing vicious elements and in 
encouraging loyal ones interested in the prosperity and 
general welfare of the Philippines. This work continues 
unabated, and it may be truly said that since American 
occupation peace conditions have never been so real as 
at present, nor has the outlook for the future been so ta- 
vorable.”

Comdr. W. M. Parke, U.S.N., the board upon the per- 
formance of the boilers of the Maine during the voyage 
from Hampton Roads to Culebra and return, have made 
an elaborate report. The voyage was a test of the Ni- 
clausse boilers, of which the Maine has 24, arranged in 
three groups with a total grate surface of 1,353.6 square 
feet and 53,348 square feet of heating surface, providing 
for 17,848 I.H.P. There are twelve Stuyvesant blowers 
for foreed draft on the closed fire-room system. In ad- 
dition to the vessel’s engineer force of 225 men, 78 ex- 
perienced men were taken on for the run. The run down, 
78.37 hours, was at an average speed of 15.1 knots, and 
the return, 76.3 hours, at 15.9 knots. No attempt was 
made to force the fires. The boilers on the run down gave 
no trouble and there was no difficulty in getting at times 
115 revolutions of the main engines. The boilers re- 
sponded quickly to the varying demands for steam. The 
coal used going and coming was 1,473:15-28 tons. The 
average rate of combustion per square foot for the run 
north was 16.45 pounds, and the average coal per I.H.P. 
2.45 lbs., a poor result, due to the use of too many boilers 
for the number of revolutions. 

The board recommends that the distillers be placed 
higher up in the engine room hatch, so as to give a rise 
io the steam pipes from the evaporator, both for the dis- 
tillers and for the condensers; that new coils for the 
evaporators, with composition heads, instead of cast steel 
heads, be furnished and fitted; that baffle plates be fit- 
ted in the evaporators, and that removable sheet metal 
‘asings be provided for the heads of the evaporators in 
place of the present unsightly canvas covers. It is of the 
opinion that in future the entire arrangement of the 
plant on board ship for making fresh water, and also the 
arrangement of the pumps feeding it to the boilers, must 
be radically changed, if water tube boilers of any design 
are to be a success. Evaporators should not again 
he crowded into places so hot that men cannot give them 
the attention they demand, so that there may be no loss 
of feed water through leaky valves, nor any chance of 
« suction pipe full of greasy or salty water going into 
the boilers. 

They say: “This problem of providing fresh water, and 
of keeping fresh water and salt water apart on board 
ship is of the very first importance. It is of more im- 
portance ‘than the question of what type of boiler to 
use, for all types of water tube boilers depend upon the 
selution of this problem for their existence.” They re- 
‘ommend the investigation of the subject by a board. 
This board could take up the question of the best type 
of evaporator and distiller for use on board ship, and 

» question of main condenser, whether two main con- 
densers should be used in each engine room, and the 
\uxiliary condensers dispensed with. Also the best type 
of grease extractor, and its location in the feed line, and 
vhat further precautions should be taken to keep oil 
out of the feed water. Part of. this additional weight 
might be made up by a re-apportionment of the ma- 
chinery weights looking to the omission of unneccesary 
pipes, valves and fittings. The space required for the 
re-arrangement plant should be insisted upon in all new 
designs. The board believes that the boilers of the 
Maine are fully equal to the work they were designed 
to do, and sees no reason why they should not continue to 
do this work, provided they are given the care necessary 
for the efficiency of any water tube boiler. 

From the experience with the boilers of the Maine on 





this voyage the board concludes that while clean, fresh 
water is necessary for the life and efficiency of any wa- 
ter tube boiler, it is no more a necessity for the Niclausse 
boiler than for any other boiler of the large tube variety. 
Forcer draft is unnecessary and undesirable for these 
boilers as installed in the Maine, and the board recom- 
mends that forced ‘draft hever be used with them, but 
that any increase of power for the engines should in all 
cases be obtained by adding to the number of boilers in 
use. This recommendation is not intended to prohibit 
the use of the blowers with open fire-room, for ventilat- 
ing purposes. ‘The fire-room ventilators should be car- 
ried higher so as to clear the boats stowed in the cradle. 
This would give improved natural ventilation for the 
fire-rooms, and would permit the use of the blowers for 
ventilating without having hot air from thé fire-room 
hatchets blown back into the fire-rooms. The board’s 
conclusion that forced draft should not be used with the 
boilers of the Maine need not, and does not, apply to the 
same type of boiler differently proportioned. 

It is recommended that one of the boilers in the Stir- 
ling Works be set up and tested under a forced draft 
strong enough to give a rate of combustion higher than 
will ever be required of them in service. The test will 
show whether the limit of capacity is likely to be reached 
under service conditions. The test to be witnessed by 
board of officers detailed by the Department. 

These boilers of the Maine are a fine example of me- 
chanical work, and to keep them in proper order will 
require the services of men of intelligence and mechanical 
skil The board was impressed with. the obvious fact 
thaf the quality of the personnel is of more importance 
than the quantity. The water tube boiler calls for more 
brain work, and at the same time less physical effort on 
the part of the fireman. To get this quality of fire- 
man he will have to be specially trained. 

The automatic feed devices were in use, but the board 
is of the opinion that they cannot be trusted. The re- 
moval of this casting would make the feed checks more 
accessible than they now are. As to the automatic 
devices for shutting off the water glasses in case of 
breakage, there is but one feeling about them, and that 
is a feeling of relief that they are absent. 

The board recomm:nds that the lagging be taken off 
all over head feed pipes in the fire-room. The valves 
in the fire-rooms are conveniently placed, and the steam 
gauges are plainly visible. The fire-rooms are roomy and 
convenient, and they are fairly well ventilated.

REVOLUTION ON THE ISTHMUS. 

Epoch making and far-reaching in their importance 
upon history will prove the movements of the Navy in 
the Caribbean during the past week. On Monday, Nov. 
2, under orders from the Navy Department issued se- 
cretly at the instance of the State Department, the gun- 
boat Nashville arrived at Colon from Kingston, Ja- 
maica. It was at first said that the vessel had gone 
there to repair her machinery, but it soon became ap- 
parent that an expected revolution on the Isthmus was 
the real cause of her presence. Upon the receipt Tues- 
day night of a cablegram from Comdr. John Hubbard, 
of the Nashville, that the situation was serious at Colon, 
the President called a conference at the White House. 
Secretary Hay, Assistant Secretary of State Loomis, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling and Rear Admiral 
Henry C. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, re- 
sponded promptly to the summons and behind closed 
doors for two hours the policy of the United States in 
restoring and maintaining order on the Isthmus was out- 
lined. In the meantime, Comdr. C. McR. Winslow and 
Lieut. Reginald R. Belknap, of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, arrived at the White House, received the instruc- 
tions to be sent, and within two hours from the time the 
conference was called orders were sent to the Dixie, the 
Atlanta and the Baltimore on the Atlantic side to pro- 
ceed at once to Colon, and to the Boston on the Pacitic 
side to proceed under full speed to Panama. Later or- 
ders were dispatched to Rear Admiral Glass, commanding 
the Pacific Squadron, to coal his vessels, the Marble- 
head, Wyoming and Concord, at Acapulco, and proceed 
thence to San Juan del Sur on his way to Panama. On 
the morning of Nov. 4 frequent conferences occurred be- 
tween the State and Navy Department officials with the 
result that instructions were sent to the naval command- 
ers in the Caribbean that they were to maintain open 
transit across the Isthmus at any cost and to take all 
possible steps to avert bloodshed. All of the Navy vessels 
which are now being repaired in the navy yards have 
been ordered ready for sailing Nov. 25, five days earlier 
than the date originally set. Rush work is being done on 
several of the ships that the assembling of the North 
Atlantic and Carribean Squadrons in the West Indies 
may take place as early*in December as possible. Later 
the European and South Atlantic Squadrons will go 
there to participate in the maneuvers. 

The President has assigned Rear Admiral Joseph B. 
Coghlan to the command of the forces on the Isthmus of 
Panama. Admiral Coghlan left Washington for Colon on 
the Mayflower on Nov. 6. He has received instructions 
in person to govern his actions while on the Isthmus. 
The Government will without doubt give a defacto recog- 
nition to the Revolutionary Government, so that there 
may be some one in control with whom our consuls and 
Navy officers can transact business. 

On Nov. 5 a cablegram was received from Con 


mander Hubbard, of the Nashville, announcing that on 
the day previous he had landed bluejackets and marines 
to protect American life and property. Later in the day 
the Navy Department was informed that this force had 
re-embarked. A third despatch on the same day an 
nounced that because of the commotion and excite 
ment in Colon, Commander Hubbard had again landed 
a force of fifty men and was making every effort to 
protect the lives of the Americans in the place. 

The policy of the Government of the United States may 
be briefly described as armed intervention to restore order 
in the Isthmus and maintain order at any cost. It is 
evident that the old-time policy of standing by in an atti- 
tude of neutrality and permitting the Colombian Govern- 
ment to put down the revolution with much bloodshed has 
been abandoned and the Washington Government has 
determined to handle the situation with a stroug hana. 
Events point now to the full recognition of the provisional 
government that has been established on the isthmus 
and the construction of the Panama canal under treaty 
direct with the Republic of Panama. 

At the State Department the statement is authorized 
that the administration is intensely gratified with the 
discretion and good judgment shown by the naval com- 
manders in the Caribbean and the promptness with which 
they have executed instructions. 

In the Marine Corps the greatest activity is dis- 
played in getting things in shape to respond to 
additional calls that may be made for marines to go to 
the Isthmus of Panama. Orders have been issued to all the 
marine barracks on the Atlantic and Gulf coasts for the 
marines to hold themselves in readiness to get under way 
on short notice and if the situation in Panama becomes 
worse the Marine Corps will be ready to respond to 
meet any emergency that may arise. 

It is learned that a force of three hundred marines 
will sail from League Island next week on the Prairie 
for Guantanamo, and that if the situation at Colon is 
still serious the vessel will go on to that port. Comdr. 
Francis H. Delano, commanding the U.S.8. Dixie, 
cabled the Navy Department Nov. 6 that the 
blue jackets of the Nashville had been withdrawn from 
Colon and marines from the Dixie substituted. 
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PROTECT THE UNIFORM. 

While much of the clamor against the proposal to 
enact a law forbidding the wearing of the Army uniform 
by unauthorized persons comes from irresponsible sources, 
it now and then awakens an approving echo in quarters 
which entitle it to serious attention. An instance of 
this reputable opposition appears in the New Orieans 
Picayune, a journal notably well informed on military 
questions and, as a rule, eminently fair in its treatment 
of them. With regard to the use and mis-use of the 
Army uniform, however, the Picayune has wandered 
afar from its judicial method and assumed an attitude 
which is both childish and untenable. It describes the 
proposed legislation as “militarism run mad” and holds 
that its enactment would “restrict that full liberty of 
action which every citizen possesses under the Constitu- 
tion.” The Picayune acknowledges that “nobody not 
entitled to do so should wear a military uniform, and 
that none but very foolish persons will be guilty of such 
folly,” but our contemporary believes that if there were 
an act making it illegal for an unauthorized person to 
wear an Army uniform, “many persons would promptly 
make it their business to wear one’’—probably just for 
spite or to show their lofty contempt for established 
authority! 

Now, to what extent would the “full liberty of action 
which every citizen possesses under the Constitution” 
be restricted by an action forbidding unauthorized per- 
sons to wear the Army uniform? Simply to the same ex- 
tent that it is now restricted by the law prohibiting un- 
authorized persons from wearing the uniform of a letter 
carrier on penalty of fine and imprisonment. That is 
all. If the postal authorities can make that prohibition, 
if the municipality can forbid unauthorized persons to 
wear the uniform of a policeman or a fireman and if 
the State can punish as a misdemeanor the wearing by 
unauthorized persons of the uniform of the National 
Guard, would Congress seriously imperil our glorious 
liberties by prohibiting unauthorized persons from wear- 
ing the uniform of a United States soldier? ‘The pro 
hibitions regarding the uniforms of letter carriers and 
policemen are not based on any consideration of regard 
for the individuals entitled to wear such uniforms, but 
are designed solely for the protection of the public, 

The soldier’s uniform is the visible token of his re- 
sponsibility. It certifies his accountability to law and 
military custom. He is obliged to wear it, and he has 
a right to insist that it shall be worn only by those who, 
like himself, are answerable to the authority which it 
represents. “What possible harm,” asks our esteemed 
Southern contemporary, “can come from a few eccentric 
individuals wearing a uniform to which they are not 
entitled?’ The reply is that it cheapens the uniform 
and the dignity of the Service of which it is the badge. 
A man mean-enough to disguise himself in a uniform 
which he has no right to wear will not hesitate to de- 


grade it if he can serve his own selfish purposes by doin 
so. He is utterly irresponsible; there is no law to i 4 
him, although his act is prima facie evidence of false 
pretenses, and the legalized wearers of the uniform get 
the blame for all his misconduct, however outrageous. 
We enact laws to guard the flag from desecration. ye 
shall we not enact laws to tect from mis-nse the 
form of the flag’s defenders 
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REPORT ON NAVAL ORDNANCE. 


‘The annual report of the Navy Bureau of Ordnance 
is the valedictory as Chief of Bureau of Rear Admiral 
O'Neil, who retires next March, and he makes it the oc- 
casion for summing up his work during his period of 
service. When Admiral Ramsey was Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, he set his face against the continu- 
ous detail of Navy officers on ordnance work. The re- 
sult is shown in a decrease of efficiency. Admiral O’Neil 
now reports that “after an experience of several years in 
charge of the Bureau of Ordnance the Chief of the Bu- 
reau is forced to the conclusion that the present method 
of performing important ordnance duty—that is, such 
as relates to the design and development of ordnance ma- 
terial—by the temporary detail of naval officers, is far 
from satisfactory.” The officers are just as intelligent, 
and quite as efficient, as before, but they are not allowed 
time to study the complex problems of modern naval ord- 
nance. The Chief says: “The Bureau is unable at the 
present moment to suggest a remedy for these conditions. 
It almost seems as if a permanent corps of specially 
trained officers to perform ordnance duty is necessary it 
we expect to do justice to this important branch of the 
Service. It is no exaggeration to say that should one or 
two ollicers now on duty in the Bureau be detached 
without proper reliefs—and proper reliefs are very hard 
to tind—the most important duties of the bureau would 
practically come to a standstill and serious embarrass- 
ment would follow. Such a system, therefore, cannot be 
u good one. No private establishment would expect 
to maintain efficiency by changing its technical staff ev- 
ery year or two, and yet this is exactly what takes place 
in the Ordnance Department of the Navy.” 

The difficulty with turrets and gun emplacements, due 
to the great energy of the high-power guns, has been 
remedied and no further difficulty is anticipated. At the 
gun factory 150 new guns have been completed and 
eleven 6-inch B.L. rifles converted into rapid fire guns; 
365 mounts have been manufactured and 386 are under 
way. The factory is entirely inadequate to the work of 
supplying the new vessels with their armament, and 
contracts have been made with private establishments for 
part of the work. As it requires as much time to manu- 
facture the armament of a battleship as to build the ship 
herself, it is contended that work on the armament should 
be commenced when the ship is begun. ‘The Bureau is 
not averse to giving out a portion of its work to private 
parties, but believes that the major portion of it should 
be done by the Government in its own shops, in order 
that it may exercise full control and supervision of the 
work and because it can do it in a more satisfactory 
manner than anyone else, and, above all, because it is 
deemed advisable for the Government to ve in a position 
to control, to a great extent, the manufacture of its 
naval ordnance. Some of the 12-inch guns of the Ten- 
nessee class are a year behind, the 7 and 8-inch guns 
of the Idaho class three years, and of the Louisiana 
class eight years, while the 4, 5 and 6-inch guns of the 
Maryland, St. Louis, Paducah, Idaho and ‘Tennessee 
classes are incomplete, some of them being from one to 
three years behind. The present output of 3-inch guns 
is about sixty a year. The productive capacity of the 
gun factory, working double time, or sixteen hours per 
day, is thus seen to be from 54 to 100 per cent. short of 
the demands made upon it by the average yearly appro- 
priation of Congress. Working eight hours a day the 
above percentage would be nearly doubled, and working 
the full twenty-four hours per day, the capacity will 
still be from 20 to 25 per cent. too small, There is a 
similar deficiency in the output of gun carriages, ‘The 
Bureau, therefore, is of the opinion that the judicious 
course to pursue under the circumstances is to seek such 
aid as can be afforded by the Army gun factory at Water- 
vliet and to contract with private parties to such an ex- 
tent as can be done with prudence, having due regard 
to the certainty of the completion of the work within the 
required time; getting as much work as practicable out 
of the naval gun factory by making such additions and 
improvements as are absolutely necessary at this time to 
enable it to maintain its maximum degree of efficiency 
and as are most urgently required. 

The only development of consequence during the past 
year in connection with torpedoes has been the prelim- 
inary test of a turbine-driven torpedo. So far as the 
action of the turbine was concerned little was left to be 
desired, avd its strength, simplicity, and durability com- 
mend it for use in place of the intricate and delicate en- 
gines and valve gearing here.ofore used. It is the opiu- 
ion of this Bureau that the most effective use of tor- 
pedoes is most likely to be obtained when they are placed 
ou vessels designed especially to use them, such as tor- 
pedo boats and submarine boats. Their value on board 
large vessels is to say the least problematical. In war 
games an arbitrary and possibly a fictitious value is 
given to torpedoes, and vessels having them are ra- 
ted as superior to those not having them. Other things be- 
ing equal, there is no question but that the use of under- 
water torpedo tubes introduces a very complex system. 
They take up a great deal of space and are, with their 
auxiliaries, quite heavy. 

As the chance of hitting in a straight run is greatet, 
the adjustable gyroscope is not commended. ‘The tor- 
pedo is essentially 4 weapon of opportunity, and prop 
ably o! remote opportunity. No case is recorded of one 
vessel having torpedoed another, nor of the use of the 
automobile torpedo having affected any naval combat. 

The submarines tried give promise of usefulness with- 
in their proper sphere. With increased familiarity witb 
them, the boats are more skillfully handled, and so far as 
known to the Bureau they fulfill the conditions for 
which they were built, as far as can be determined, ex- 
cept in actual warfare. Their utility will, of course, 
depend largely upon the skill and nerve of their crews 
in time of war. The Protector, built by the Lake Tor- 
pedo Boat Company, gives promise of being a useful and 
practicable vessel. The naval magazine at Cavite is a 
menace to the neighborhood, and should be removed to 
a safer place. An appropriation should be made for the 
New England naval magazine. All target practice is to 
be conducted hereafter with service ammunition, in or- 
der that the gun pointers may become accustomed to fir- 
ing und>r battle conditions and that the ordnance outfit 
may be thoroughly tested at each practice. It is es- 
tiznated that the cost of target practice per annum of all 
completed vessels will amount to $1,366,000, and when 
all vessels now building are completed, to $2,690,000 
per annum, exclusive of the cost of targets, etc., which 
is very considerable. The cost of recent target practice 
for certain vessels is as follows: Indiana, $43,780.82, 


Alabama, $53,989.16; Kearsarge, $37,621.46; Illinois, 
$45,486.62. 

Practically all brown powder has been withdrawn from 
the allowance of ships, and what little remains in ser- 
vice afloat will soon be replaced with smokeless powde:. 
The manufacture of smokeless powder during the past 
year has proceeded at a fair rate, about 900,000 pounds 
more Cocine been delivered than during the preceding 
year. The stability of powder of recent manufacture is 
of the highest order and need cause no concern in future. 

The manufacture of armor has progressed in a most 
satisfactory manner, showing a marked increase over the 
rate of delivery over any previous year. ‘The use vf 
capped projectiles 1m testing armor has resulted in an 
increase of its resistance to penetration. Satisfactory 
progress has been made in the manufacture of projec- 
tiles, and several large contracts have been given out. 

It is proposed hereafter to supply telescopic sights, as 
well as open day and night sights, on both sides of all 
guns of and above 3 inches in caliber, when not mounted 
in turrets. Experiments are being made with telescopic 
sights attached to 6-pounder guns. 

The condition of small arms continues unsatisfactory. 
It is again recommended that 15,000 guns be replaced by 
U.S. magazine rifles, caliber .30. 

The importance of official inspection and test of ord- 
nance material, such as the maintenance of guns and 
mounts, powder, projectiles, and armor, and the in- 
stallation of the two first named by commissioned line 
officers of the Navy can not be too forcibly emphasized. 

Congress has dealt most liberally with the Bureau. 
Since June, 1897, it has received appropriations to the 
extent of $66,000,000, and no question has ever arisen 
with the accounting officers of the Government or with 
the Department as to its disbursement. 

The estimates for the coming fiscal year aggregate 
$16,053,933.29. Of this twelve millions is for the in- 
crease of the Navy, $248,900 for public works, $250,000 
for reserve guns, $60,000 for the naval militia and the 
rest for general expenses. 

The report closes with a word of special commendation 
for the present assistant chief of the Bureau, Lieut. 
Volney O. Chase, U.S.N., whose professional attain- 
ments, industry, good judgment and general efficiency 
have rendered him a most valuable assistant. 

In his report Capt. E. C. Pendleton, superintendent 
naval gun factory, says: “I wish to commend specially 
Comdr. J. M. Bowyer, U.S.N., who has performed the 
manifold duties of senior assistant of this factory in a 
highly efficient and satisfactory manner. His thorough- 
ness and reliability has relieved me in a great measure 
in the performance of my duty. He is also in charge 
of the Department of Yards and Docks, which is inti- 
mately connected with his duties in the gun factory.” 
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BUREAU OF EQUIPMENT. 

The annual report of Rear Admiral R. B. Bradfora, 
Chief of the Navy Bureau of Equipment, presents at 
great length, and with much detail, a history of the 
operations of this bureau during the year. The report 
closes with a synopsis of the history of the Bureau as an 
argument against the proposition to consolidate it with 
other bureaus. “The foregoing facts,” Admiral Bradford 
says, “clearly show that the consolidation of the Bureaus 
of Construction and Repair, Steam Engineering and 
i-quipment has been tried when the Navy was but a frac- 
tion of its present size and found to be a failure. They 
also show that the present organization of the Depart- 
ment has developed from necessity, particularly in time 
of war.” An organization of seagoing ouicers of superior 
rank to advise the Secretary on professional matters is 
recommended. No bureau chief should be a member. Af- 
ter an experience of six years in the Department, the 
Chief of Bureau believes that it is the administration of 
the Department that needs attention, rather than its 
organization, particularly in the direction of expenditure 
of money and in confining the subordinates of the De- 
partment to their legitimate duties, 

During the year 487,036 tons of coal have been pur- 
chased, averaging $4.50 a ton for coal purchased in the 
United States and $6.90 for coal purchased abroad. 
This is a reduction of 73-76 cents a ton in price and an 
increase of 27 per cent. in quantity. The price was less 
than in any year since 1898. Fifty-four per cent. was 
consumed for steaming purposes; 43 per cent. for dis- 
tilling, pumping, heating, ventilating and lighting; 2 per 
cent tor cooking purposes, and 1 per cent. for steam 
launches. ‘The request for two large steam colliers is 
renewed, Agreements have been made at 66 foreign posts 
for a supply of coal at current rates. The number of 
coal barges has been increased from 69 to 105 and water 
barges from 8 to 11. No new depot has been authorized 
during the last year and the usual allowance for coal de- 
pots was omitted from the last appropriation. There is 
great need of their increase and extension. 

Means for supplying ships should be provided on the 
Mississippi River and at Pensacola, the only two posts 
in the Gulf of Mexico accessible for heavy ships. 

Water for the Navy costs $2.74 per 1,000 gallons, when 
purchased on shore, $0.572 waen distilled on board ship, 
and $0.277 distilled at navy yards. During the year 
$31,261.82 was expended for pilotage. 

It is a matter of congratulation that an efficient traus- 
Pacific submarine telegraph cable is in operation. The 
Bureau invites attention to the necessity of providing 
means of defense at the three intermediate cable stations 
between the eastern and western possessions of the Unit- 
ed States, viz., at Honolulu, Midway Island and the 
Island of Guam. 

Of the 2,600 Notices to Mariners issued during the past 
year, a large proportion announced the discovery of 
hitherto unknown dangers, and other defects in existing 
charts in various parts of the world. This is an iilus- 
tration of the importance of continuing, and even in- 
creasing, hydrographic surveys. The enormously large 
and exceedingly expensive ships, both in the Navy and 
the mercantile marine, render the importance of accurate 
charts much greater than in years past. There is no 
more important and necessary work, with a view of being 
prepared for war, than to provide accurate charts of all 
parts of the West Indies. Had the fleet possessed charts 
which have been constructed from surveys made since the 
the Spanish War, the naval campaign of 1898 would 
have assumed a totally different aspect. The collection 
of confidential hydrographic information and the prepar- 
ation of confidential charts for warships alone have com- 
menced. Eleven wrecks, derelicts, or obstructions be 
lieved to be dangerous to navigation were reported during 
the year. Investigation proves that these derelicts in 
the North Atlantic Ocean alone average 19 each month, 





and with the constantly increasing size and speed of the 
great trans-Atlantic liners the necessity for keeping 
their routes clear of floating dangers becomes more an: 
more imperative. There is a great need of more re- 
tired officers in the Hydrographic Office for duty in con- 
nection with the preparation of sailing directions. The 
work of this office is distinctly military and should be 
under the control of a military department. 

During the year $589,801.35 was expended for. elec- 
trical appliances. The school for electricians at tue 
New York yard has been successfully conducted. The 
school for officers at Newport has not been well attended. 
The recommendation that a corps of warrant electricians 
be established is renewed. The Slaby-Arco apparatus 
for wireless telegraphy has been found superior to others 
and 45 sets have been ordered. Additional officers are 
required for duty in connection with wireless telegraphy. 
The subject of the location and surroundings of working 
compasses has continued to receive careful consideration. 
Attention is invited to the lack of officers detailed for 
compass instruction. 





BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 


In his annual report Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endi- 
cott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, states 
that of the appropriation for the year of $6,604,505.6', 
$5,077,020.06 was spent for works of improvement. The 
operations under the cognizance of the Bureau covered 
the wide range of objects of which it has charge, includ- 
ing floating and graving dry docks, pumping, electric 
light, heating and waterworks, railroads, sewers, tele- 
phone and telegraph lines,-sidewalks and streets, wharves, 
sea walls, dredging, buildings of varied classes and sizes. 
purchases of land, etc. The new dry docks at Ports- 
mouth, Boston, and League Island have not progressed 
in an entirely satisfactory manner, while the one at 
Mare Island has hardly gone forward at all, owing to 
the difficulty the contractors experienced in placing a 
satisfactory cofferdam to exclude the water from the 
site. The Charleston dock has been delayed, but it is 
hoped to complete it on time. The floating steel dock 
transierred from Havanna to Pensacola is completed 
The dock for Cavite, P.1., has been commenced. 

At Washington, Key West and New Orleans addi- 
tional land has been purchased for extending the yards 
at tho-e points. Several of the yards, especially New 
York and Norfolk, are becoming congested, owing to 
their limited area, and some action looking to their re- 
lief must svon be taken or their efficiency will be re- 
stricted. 

The lack of structural steel has delayed work. ‘The 
estimates for the coming year are: Public works of 1m- 
provement, $7,479,874; repairs and preservation, $500,- 
000; maintenance, yards and docks, $665,000; pay of 
men on leave, $60,000; contingent, yards and docks, 
$40,000; civil establishment, $157,884.57; planus and 
estimates required by section 3663, Revised Statutes, 
$150,000; plans and specifications for public works, 
$35,000; total, $9,087,758.57. To commence work on 
two modern barracks $200,000 is asked. It is recom- 
mended that Congress be asked to grant to the technical 
shore duty corps, including the civil engineer corps, the 
pay and allowances established by law for naval con- 
structors and assistant naval constructors. Such an 
enactment would be in the direction of equalizing the pay 
of officers, and remove a serious discrimination which has 
long existed. The recommendation that commutation of 
quarters be allowed civil engineers is renewed. 
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NAVAL MAGAZINE EXPLOSION. 


By an explosion at the U.S. Naval Magazine on Lona 
Island, some two miles beyond Peekskill, N.Y., at one 
o'clock on the afternoon of Nov. 4, seven employees lost 
their lives, a number of others were injured, buildings 
were destroyed or damaged, and a large amount of am- 
munition ruined. The men killed were John Brown, a 
iorm r sergeant of marines; Frederick Locke, a former 
>eainan im the Navy; George Moorehead, Frederic Brown, 
fairiik Curran, James Connelly and Frederick Ward, 
Lel ng.ng to the famous family of oarsmer. 

A cong the injured were: Gunner Otto Fries, U.S.N., 
in charge of the magazine; Gunner Leonard J. G. Kuhl- 
wein, U.S.N., of the Massachusetts, and John Danielson, 
ssi or to the island. 

There were two separate explosions, the first occurred 
in shell house No. 4, and, as near as can be judged, the 
second explosion happened in shell house No. 3, within 
three minutes after the first explosion. A space of about 
25 feet separated the two houses. The force of the 
explosion was terrific, and was felt some twelve miles 
away. 

Tne destruction among the buildings on the island was 
fearful. Two fixed ammunition houses had their roofs 
crushed in, and the Marine Barracks was made prac- 
tically a complete wreck. Rocks, debris and shells were 
hurled for long distances, in every direction, and bed 
clothing from the barracks and the remains of some o! 
the unfortunates blown up were found a quarter of a 
mile away. Immediately after the explosion both the 
shell houses took fire, and the most heroic efforts were 
made to prevent the spread of the flames and further 
destruction. 

Sergeant Brooks, of the Marine Guard, despite the fact 
that he was hurled from a cot half way down a flight 
of stairs when the explosion occurred, didn’t loose his 
head for an instant, and at once got his men together, 
ran out lines of hose, and in the face of exploding shells 
and flying debris the gallant marines, reinforced by 
Gunner Fries, who had recovered. from the shock, al- 
though injured, kept the hose on the ruins for severa! 
hours until the flames were under control. Captain 
Magee, of the Government tug Pontiac, and his crew also 
rendered valuable assistance in fighting the fire. As soon as 
word was received of the explosion at West Point, Lieut. 
Col. Valery Havard, Capt. Alexander N. Stark, Lieut. 
William J. L. Lester, Medical Department, U.S.A., un- 
der order from Colonel Mills, hurried to the scene on 
a special train and assisted the physicians who had 
previously arrived from Peekskill in caring for the in- 
jured. 

Just what caused the first explosion is not definitely 
known, but it is known, however, that men were at work 
in shell house No. 4 drawing the loads from shells that 
were recently brought to the island from the U.S.S. Mas 
sachusetts. It was old ammunition and was regarded as 
having more or less deteriorated. Those who are fa- 
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miliar with the contents of the houses say the ammuni- 
tion from the Massachusetts which the men were over- 
hauling consisted of four hundred and fifty tons, mostly 
in 13-inch shells. 

At the time of the explosion Gunner Fries and Fore- 
man Dillon were standing at the open door of shell 
house No. 4, where the men were working. Both were 
knocked down, and Dillon was rather badly but not 
seriously injured. Fries escaped with a few cuts about 
the head and was stunned. 

About seventy-five persons live on the island all told, 
many of them being the families of enlisted men. Gun- 
ner Fries, although hurt, at once warned them all to 
get away from the island, as it was feared that some of 
the other vast stores of powder might explode. 

Setween the two shell houses wrecked and the fixed 
ammunition houses it was estimated that fully 1,000 
shells lay seattered in all directions, some of them with 
the powder burned out, but the shell not exploded, and 
some that were intact. Shells of the one-pounder type 
were found far away on the mountain side. 

Pharmacist Stephen W. Douglas, U.S.N., medical ofh- 
cer at the Naval Magazine, Iona Island, N.Y., was in 
l’eekskill Nov. 4 when he heard about the explosion. He 
hurried to the river and tried to get a boatman to row 
him to the scene, but no sum of money seemed sufficient 
inducement to the boatmen to face the storm of shells ex- 
ploding. Determined to reach the island, where he knew 
his services would be badly needed, he hired a boat and 
started alone on the three mile row. When he reached 
the island his hands were raw from using the oars. 

At the Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Department. the 
officials are unable to assign a cause for the accident, in 
view of the careful precautions taken to avoid such oc- 
currences. Minute instructions were issued in special 
order No. 40 last June regarding the handling of pow- 
der and shells. At the time of the explosion the men 
were engaged in unloading four hundred 13-inch shells 
for the purpose of sending them to the factory for re- 
handing. The shells were packed in wooden cases, and 
it is believed that after the explosion of the first shell 
the boxes caught fire and the heat was sufficient to ignite 
the fulminate in the other fuses. It was strictly against 
the regulations to adjust the fuses in the building. 

As soon as Rear Admiral O’Neil learned of the acci- 
dent he communicated with the New York Navy Yard 
by long distance telephone for details. The accident was 
received in naval circles with great regret. The build- 
ings at Iona Island had recently been completed and it 
tad been hoped that the minute instructions regaruing 
the conduct of affairs there would result in the avoiding 
of accidents. 

A board of officers has been appointed to investigate 
the explosion.

CONDITION OF THE MARINE CORPS. 


In his annual report as commandant of the Marine 
Corps, General Heywood calls attention to the necessity 
for providing room for a proper storage of the records 
of the corps, which are being mutilated by rats and are 
n danger from mildew and fire. 

New fireproof barracks are needed at Newport, R.1. 
The Marine School of Application at Annapolis is prac- 
ically in working order and ‘three additional sets of offi- 
cers’ quarters are needed for officers and students. It 
is intended to extend the course at this school so that 
when officers have satisfactorily completed the course 
they will be equipped and available for any duty which 
‘he growing demands of the Service may require. As 
soon as possible a school of application for the thorough 
ustruction of enlisted men will be established. 

A marine guard of 30 men is to be stationed at the 
Charleston, S.C., yard, where a reign of lawlessness has 
prevailed. Drunken men, armed with shotguns, barracaded 
ihemselves in the yard and murdered in ccld blood a 
woman crossing it in “broad daylight,” when the yard 
as full of workmen. 

It is asked that a number of Annapolis graduates be 
assigned to the Marine Corps each year. Lack of officers 
lias made it impracticable to send a detail this year to 
the War College. The tour of service in the Eastern 
possessions should be limited to two years. In the Phil- 
ppines 1,500 enlisted men are required. 

While the marine battalion was on duty on the Isth- 
nus in September and October, 1902, in two instances 
the marines had slight difficulties with the Colombian 
forces, and serious situations were averted only by the 
act displayed by the marine officers in command. At- 
tention is called to the tactful manner in which a diffi- 
ult mission was carried out by Lieutenant Colonel Rus- 
sell and the officers and men under his command. The 
marines did exceilent work during the winter maneu- 
vers of the North Atlantic Fleet, and afterwards did 
uch work in the camp of the permanent detachment at 
Culebra, Camp Coghlan. The work of constructing em- 
jacements for 4 and 5-inch guns and in erecting maga- 
ines, involved much arduous labor, owing to the extreme 
rockiness of the ground. 

During the year the marines have participated in 
parades at Pensacola, Fla.; Alexandria, Va., and at 
Washington during the encampment of the G.A.R.; in 
he military tournament in New York; in the opening 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition and in the Rifle 
Competition at Sea Girt, N.J. The marines did excellent 
vork in the fire of Aug. 3, 1903, at League Island, where 
vt. Raleigh Duty particularly distinguished himself, and 
un the collision of Mareh 19, 1903, between two Sound 
teamers. 

Though the marksmanship of the marines at Sea 
Girt was not quite up to the standard, yet they stood at 
the head of the Regular Service teams, with which the 
ompetition was more on an equality. The conduct of 
he men, as reported by the team captain, was of an 
xemplary character, no report of even the most trivial 
haracter being made, although the men were not placed 
inder any restrictions, but permitted to go and come with- 
ut undue military restraint. As the participants and 
spectators at the Sea Girt competition included military 
representatives from all sections of the courtry, it is be- 
ieved that the bearing and conduct, as well as the scores 
nade, will greatly redound to the credit and prestige of 
the corps. Suitable ranges should be provided for the 
Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. This country 
s getting so crowded they cannot shoot now with their 
ong-range rifles without being enjoined by the courts on 
the petition of timid citizens. 

The corps was complimented by being requested to 
letail officers for umpires and observers at the Portland 
maneuvers and this duty has been very instructive and of 
zreat benefit to the officers detailed, who were Col. G. 


F. Elliott, Lieutenants Colonels Biddle, Kelton and 
Lauchheimer, Majors White, Lucas, Doyen and Moses, 
Captains Meville, McKelvy and Bannon. 

The marine band continues in a high state of efficiency 
under the leadership of William H. Santelmann, but the 
best musicians are declining to re-enlist on account of the 
trouble with the musical unions. In order to keep this 
excellent band up to the high state of efficiency which 
it has attained, it is earnestly recommended that the pay 
of the musicians be increased as follows: To the leader, 
the pay and allowances of a captain; second leader, the 
pay and allowances of a second lieutenant ; first-class 
musicans, $100 per month; second-class, $75 per month. 

The present authorized strength of the Marine Corps 
is 278 officers and 7,532 enlisted men. Recruiting is 
proceeding very satisfactorily, excellent men are being 
obtained, and it is expected that the corps will be brought 
up to its full strength by the end of the present year. 
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EFFICIENCY OF MORTAR FIRE. 
To THe EpiTor or THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

Attention is invited to the target practice had in con- 
nection with the Portland joint Army-Navy maneuvers 
at Fort McKinley, Me., on Sept. 14, 1903. Out of twen- 
ty-nine consecutive shots fired by 12-inch mortars at a 
target moving at the rate of seven miles an hour at 
ranges varying from 8,200 to 9,600 yards, nine hits were 
made on a target, the superficial area of which was that 
of the ordinary battleship. The actual target was, of 
course, much smaller. An average of thirty-one per 
cent. of hits. 

What this simple statement signifies to the United 
States is not at a glance appreciated. Suffice it to say that 
it means the enhancement of the fighting value of the 
armament of this country fully twenty-five per cent. 
It means the development of the efficiency of the mortar 
beyond the most sanguine expectations of those who 
recommended its original adoption in this country as a 
prominent component part of the national armament. 
In the scheme of the Endicott Board for the Artillery 
defense of the coast of the United States more than 
one-half of the high power guns of large caliber were to 
be 12-inch breech loading mortars. This proportion will 
probably be increased, in view of the foregoing develop- 
ments, when the entire project is completed. 

The functions and capabilities of the modern mortar 
were supposed, at the time of its adoption, to be confined 
to merely covering anchorages. Nothing was expected 
of it as a weapon of attack against vessels under way. 
Through the persistent and intelligent efforts of the Ar- 
tillery a system of range finding and of fire control and 
direction has been devised by which the possibilities 
of the mortar as an offensive weapon have been demon- 
strated to an extent that is hard to realize. In any of 
the military nations of the old world such a consumma- 
tion as the above would be acknowledged with grateful 
acclaim and substantial recognition.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The gunboat Helena has been directed, by cable from 
the Navy Department, to sail from Shanghai without 
delay to New-Chwang, China, where she is expected to 
remain all winter, going into the “mud dock” at that 
place in order to avoid danger from floating ice and high 
water during the spring break-up. The retention of the 
Helena is held to be an indication that the United States 
asserts the right to the free use of that open port. 

The commandant of the New York Navy Yard has 
been directed. to place the Columbia in commission as 
soon as possible. It is anderstood that this vessel will 
join the practice fleet as soon as her officers and crew 
report for duty on board. 

The U.S.S. Essex has been detailed for station ship 
at Gunatanamo, Cuba, and Capt. J. A. H. Nickels, U. 
S.N., is to be commandant of that station. The Topeka 
will also be assigned to duty at that port. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling has a ted 
from their contractors the submarine torpedo boats Por- 
potse and Shark. The Department is in somewhat of a 
quandary as to the immediate disposition of these singu- 
lar lar craft, and it is not improbable that their destina- 
tion will be Annapolis for the purpose of schooling the 
midshipmen in their management and navigation. 

So satisfactorily is the work on the shore barracks at 
the Norfolk and Leacue Island Navy Yards progressing 
that officials at the Navy Department feel sure the build- 
ings will be ready for occupancy early in December. 
This will enable the proper housing of the men before 
cold weather. 

Announcement has been made at the Navy 
ment of the corrected speed of the battleship Missouri 
and the protected cruiser Denver on their recent trial 
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trips. Over a course ae 66 miles the corrected speed of 
the Missouri was 18.1454 knots. The Missouri was re- 
quired to make but 18 knots. The Denver failed to make 
her required speed of 17 knots over a 60-mile course, the 
corrected speed amounting only to 16.4436 knots. 

Rear Admiral Rae estimates that it will cost $200,000 
to fit the Indiana with new boilers. He has already ap- 
proved this part of the survey. 

Successful tests have been held at the Washington 
Navy Yard with several kinds of electrically operated 
sliding doors for naval vessels, with the result that the 
Kureau of Construction and Repair has decided to order 
a number of changes in the plans which have been sub- 
mitted for the doors for warships now under construc- 
tion. The experiments have not been completed, as 
there are a number of details yet to be worked out, but 
the officials in charge believe they will be able to obtain 
a door decidedly superior to the old type, which was 
fitted with pneumatic apparatus. 

The U.S.S. Yantic, the training ship of the Michigan 
naval militia at Detroit, has a noteworthy record, and 
is one of the few remaining old style of war vessels. She 
was at the storming of Fort Fisher during the Civil War, 
and has been dismantled in a tornado and half wrecked. 
With Admiral Schley (then a commander ), she carried 
an Arctic relief expedition to the Arctic regions, and has 
sailed over the oceans and seas of the world. The Yantic 
was built by the Government in 1863 and 1864, and live 
oak and copper fastenings were used in her construction, 
which makes her still stanch and strong. In 1897 she 
was turned over to the Michigan naval militia. 

The examination for the appointment of four assistant 
civil engineers in the Navy will be held beginning Nov. 
23, at the navy yard, New York. No person can be 
appointed who is less than 23, or more than 
28 years of age. A printed circular as to the rules gov- 
erning the examination can be had on application to the 
Navy Department, Washington, D.C., by those interested. 

Orders have been issued for the Culgoa to get under 
way early in December for the Caribbean. The Culgoa 
will make two trips during that month, carrying sup- 
plies for the combined North and South Atlantic, Carib- 
bean and European squadrons sufficient to last until late 
in January. Another supply ship will be sent down later 
with additional supplies. The moyement is one of many 
preliminary to the winter maneuvers, which are to be 
carried on this winter on a larger scale than ever before. 


Lieut. Mark L. Bristol, fleet gunnery officer of the 
European Squadron and now attached to the flagship 
Brooklyn at Beirut, has been selected to succeed Lieut. 
Frank K. Hill as officer in charge of torpedo work under 
the Bureau of Ordnance. Rear Admiral O'Neil con- 
ferred with Lieutenant Hill regarding the selection of 
the officer to succeed him with the above result. This 
assignment of Lieutenant Bristol insures the uninter- 
rupted progress of this important branch, which has 
seen such excellent development under the direction of 


Lieutenant Hill, who now relinquishes this duty to go to 


the Missouri.

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SANITARIANS FAVOR THE CANTEEN. 


The Public Health Association appears to have had 
au interesting session in Washington last week. Among 
the new members elected was Surgeon General Rixey, 
U.S.N. The report of the treasurer showed an excellent 
condition of affairs.

gress, approved Feb. 2, 1901, on purely sentimental 
gzrounds, was deeply to be deplored by all interested in 
the prevention of physical and moral diseases, Records 
of the War Department were quoted to show that for 
the ten years previous to the establishment of the can- 
teen the number of men annually deserting from the 
Service amounted to 125 per 1,000 strength, while for 
the ten subsequent years the annual number of deser- 
tions was reduced to 46.2 per 1,000 strength. Another 
beneticent result was the increase of savings deposits. 

In view of the foregoing facts and in the interest of 
scientific temperance the committee recommended the pre- 
sentation to the Senate and the Howse of Representa- 
tives in Congress of the following resolution adopted by 
oo Public Health Association in September, 
901: 

Resolved, That this body deplores the action of Con- 
gress in curtailing the operation of the Army canteen 
or post exchange; and in the interest of general 
military sanitation recommends its establishment on ite 
former basis at the earliest possible date. 

Resolved, That this body, in the interest of tenliper- 
ance and humanity, cordially invites the intelligent co- 
operation of a very large element of good citizens, a 
have been active in securing legislation against the sales 
in the military service of alcoholics of any character, 
in taking successive steps toward the betterment of exist- 
ing conditions and thus assist in controlling and largely 
curtailing an evil which it is powerless at present to 
prevent. 

The committee states that in spite of the fact that 
beer drinkihg viewed in the abstract is unproductive of 
good, it is their belief that its sale in canteens under 
rational and comprehensive regulations, rather than its 
total prohibition, will subserve the best interest of sci- 
entific temperance. ‘The sale of soft drinks, warm 
lunches, coffee, tea, cocoa, bouillion and soups should 2 
encouraged as substitutes for alcoholic 
was recommended that the culinary department of y 
Army be improved as much as possible.

Midshipman Lofland, with two other members 
of the First Class, is charged with hazing two members 
of the ith Class. It came as a shock to the authorities that 
first classmen were charged with the offense. The other 
two midshipmen accused are Earl W. Chafee, of Rhine- 


lander, Wis., and Joseph D. Little of Springfield Ohio. 
Al, the charges center around the same affair, an al- 
leged hazing of two midshipmen, W. W. Lawrence of 


Colorado, and Churchill Humphreys of Kentucky. The 
specification is that Lawrence was compelled to stand on 
his head a number of times in succession and that Hum- 
phreys was compelled to perform “No. 16 continuously 
for a long time. 

The court is composed of Lieut. Comdr. W. C. P. Muir, 
president, and Lieut. W. H. G. Bullard and W. R. Shoe- 
maker, members feut. B. W. Wells, jr. is judge ad- 
vocate and Daniel R. Randall, State’s Attorney of Anne 
Arundel county, is counsel for the defense. The two most 
important witnesses called were Midshipmen Lawrence 
and Humphreys, whom, it is alleged, were hazed. There 
were also other members of the Fourth Class called as 
witnesses. 

At the second session of the court on Tuesday the 
court announced that a verdict had been reached in the 
ease of Midshipman Lofland, but it will not be made 
public until it receives the approval of the Secretary of 
the Navy.

Your question cannot be answered yet as the matter is 
still in litigation before the Supreme Court of the United 
States 

CIVILIAN.—The law you refer to reads as follows: 
“The clothes, arms, military outfits, and accouterments, 
furnished by the United States to any soldier, shall not 
be sold, bartered, exchanged, pledged, loaned, or given 
away; and no person not a soldier, or duly authorized 
officer of the United States who has possession of any 
such clothes. arms, military outfits, or accouterments, 
so furnished, and which have been the subjects of any 
such sale, barter, exchange, pledge, loan, or gift, shall 
have any right, title, or interest therein; but the same 
may be seized and taken wherever found by any officer 
of the United States, civil or military, and shall there- 
upon be delivered to any quartermaster, or other officer 
authorized to receive the same. The possession of any 
such clothes, arms, military outfits, or accouterments by 
any person not a soldier or officer of the United States 
shall be presumptive evidence of such a sale, barter, ex- 
change, pledge, loan, or gift.” 

w.. A. S.—You had better apply to the Bureat of Elec- 
tions in your city for the information you desire. 

R. F. W. asks: As to the proper execution of the 
“wheel” as instructed in Upton Tactics (published by Ap- 
pleton and Company 1874)? It is not disputed that from 
a fixed pivot the men touch toward the pivot and look 
toward the marching flank. Wheeling while on the march 
[claim that being from a movable pivot the men both 
look and touch toward the marching flank? Answer: 
The pivot man, on a movable pivot, is charged with de- 
scribing a circle or portion of a circle the diameter of 
which is nearly one-half the front of the line of which 
he is the pivot. Therefore the touch must be toward 
him, resisting pressure from the marching. flank; men 
look toward the marching flank so as to preserve the 
alignment only.

189, Drill Regulations, as given 
in your recent edition, and not to raise the left arm 
in alighment, other than school of the _ soldier? 
Answer: In the Army raising arm in alignment is simply 
a drill for purpose of instruction of recruits, and is not 
used in any formations. 

P. C. L. asks: (1). Will the 2th Infantry go to the 
Philippine Islands again, and will it be in the year of 
1904 or 19%? Answer: No doubt, probably in 1905. (2). 
If you wish to get a job in the War Department as mes- 
senger, do you think it best to write to the Secretary of 
War, or to the Adjutant General through military 
channels, and do you think it best to write two months 
before you are discharged? Answer: Appointments are 
made through the Civil Service Commission. 

Cc. B. asks: Can a discharged soldier, with an excel- 
lent character, be re-enlisted for a regiment serving in 
the Department of California, if so, what is it necessary 
for me to do to be enlisted as I desire? Answer: You 
ean enlist in the regiment you desire if there are vacan- 
cies.

NEW HAMPSHIRE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Inspector Gen. George H. Waldron, of New Hampshire, 
in his official report on the annual inspection of the 
State troops, in part says: 

“In general personal appearance, there has been marked 
improvement in the last year. Boots were well blacked, 
collars of more nearly uniform pattern and clothing as 
a.rule clean, and had the appearance of good care. 
Arms and accouterments, generally speaking, were only 
fair. The issue of the magazine rifle for target practice 
had led to neglect in care of the Springfield, and but 
few of the brasses on accouterments had been polished 
since issued. 

“The condition of arms were the poorest at stations 
where they are cared for by armorers or janitors. Each 
man should be held responsible for the proper care of the 
rifle issued him and careful attention must be given its 
mechanism. Companies F, G, H and K, composing Ist 
Battalion of 2d Infantry, are commended for excellence 
in personal appearance and condition of arms and equip- 
ments. Battalion commanders should be in closer touch 
with the companies under their immediate command. 

“While there is an improvement in guard duty from 
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year to year, the Improvement the past drill season has 
not been sufficient to afford favorable comment. This 
important branch of instruction is not receiving the at- 
tention its deserves. These remarks are also applicable 
to extended order drill. Efficiency in these branches can 
only be brought about by more careful attention to non- 
commissioned officers’ school and practical as well as 
theoretical instruction in armories. 

“Attention is called to the large number of absentees 
from this tour of duty in Companies D, ist Infantry, and 
B, C, D, I and K, 24 Infantry. 

“The inspection of Troop A, Cavalry, was dismounted. 
Arms and accouterments are in good condition except 
sabers, which are very poor. 

“Attention is respectfully directed to criticisms in pre- 
vious reports from this office, and many minor errors, 
all too frequent, especially in the School of the Soldier, 
could be corrected by a careful perusal of reports and 
profiting thereby.”

RETIREMENT AND PROMOTION OF VETERANS. 


Santa Mesa, Manila, P.I., Sept. 1, 1903. 

To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The retirement with additional grade of officers who 
served in the Civil War and continuously up to the date 
of retirement, is a measure that originated in the grati- 
tude felt by the nation towards all who offered their 
lives to preserve the Union. Men who served less than 
one year assumed all the risks as those who served 
longer, and might have lost their lives in the last battle, 
as did others in the first. Why should any limit be 
placed upon the spontaneous manifestation of the na- 
tion’s gratitude to its life defenders, whether in the first 
campaign of ’61, or in the last one of 65? It is not a 
question with the people of length of service, but one of 
service in the Civil War. Those who enlisted in the ser- 
vice of the country three months before the end of the 
war did so in good faith and, had the war continued 





longer, would haye served in it the full term of their 
enlistment. They had no reason to believe that it would 
be se quickly terminated, and that it was so should not 
be turned to their disadvantage. 

Besides, these officers not only have served continuously 
since the Civil War, but have rendered valuable and in 
many instances distinguished service, in both Cuban and 
Philippine wars, without particularizing the many In- 
dian battles and skirmishes in which they participated in 
their own country. They have now attained an age and 
length of service which would secure to them the grade 
of general officer in any military service of the world. 
I am sure that should a bill be properly placed before 
the representatives of the Anierican nation, it would be 
passed without difficulty. By the promotion of these of- 
ficers the much desired rejuvenation of the Army, es- 
pecially in the higher grades, would be materially as- 
sisted and the veterans of three wars would receive 
merited promotion.

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REGULAR AND MILITIA UNIFORMS. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 28, 1903. 

To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

The War Department having just ordered a return 
to the white facings for the Infantry of the Army, the 
opportunity is offered for the General Staff to recommend 
that the blue facings be retained by the officers and men 
of the National Guard enrolled under the new militia 
law, thus establishing a distinction in dress between the 
Army and militia that is highly desirable at the present 
time.
